1. Minutes of the meeting of the Syndicate held on the 
5th November, 1955 weie confirmed. 

2. The Syndicate considered the recommendations of the 
Board of High School Education made at its meeting held on the 
1st November, 1955 (Vide Appendix J). 

Resolved lhal the recommendations made by the Board be 
approve!. 

Resolved f Uilher that recommendation No. 17 (r») be also 
brought to the notice of the Director of Education, Rajasthan, so 
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that the practice of using Roman characters and Roman nil met- 
icals in Mathematics be adopted from the lower classes. 

3. The Syndicate considered the recommendations of the 

Board of Inspection made at its meeting held on the 2nd November 
1955 ( Vide Appei'dix //). 

Resolved that the recommendations made by the Board ot 
Inspection be approved. With regard to recommendations Nos. 
10 and 24 made by the Board, the matter be first examined by 
the Finance Committee and then placed before the Syndicate for 
consideration. 

The attention of ihe Board be drawn to the fact that the 
directions given in the University Act with regard to the appoint- 
ment of Inspectors were not being carried out in some cases; and 
that in future if an Inspector was appointed who did not satisfy 
the requirements of the Act the reasons for appointing such an 
Inspector be given. 

4. The Syndicate considered letter No. 10355? dated the 

2Sth November 1955 from the Principal, Jaswant College, 
Jodhpur, suggesting a few moie forms of Social Service, e. g. 
‘Shram Dan* work, voluntary help and medical aid etc, for 
inclusion in Ordinance 169 B. 

Resolved that a Committee consisting of-~

be appointed to examine the matter and to make the present 
provisions more exact. 

5. With reference to Statute J51-A whereunder a consoli- 

dated fee of Rs. 30/- is prescribed for the Acharya Examination, 
the Syndicate resolved that a fee of Rs. 20/- be prescribed for 
each of the Acharya Part I and Part If Examinations as two 
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examinations are held for the Degree. The following be substi- 
tuted for the present provision in the Statute : — 

Acbarya Fait I Rs. 20/- 

Acbarya Fait II Rs. 20/- 

6. The Syndicate considered a proposal made by Sbri 
K. L. Varma, Principal, Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, that m view 
of the fact that only one candidate passed the 33. A. Examination 
of 1955 in First Division, the second merit scholarship, which 
would otherwise lapse, be awarded to the next best candidate 
who passed the examination in the second division. 

Resolved that since under the present rules the condition 
of being a first class is necessary for the award of a scholarship, 
the proposal of Shri Varma be not accepted in the case of a 
scholarship to be awarded as a result of the 1955 examination. 
For futuie, however, the question be referred to the Academic 
Council for consideration if any concess'cn should be made if a 
sufficient number of candidates were not available in first class 
for award of scholarships. 

7. The Syndicate considered the request of the moderators 
who moderated Hi^h School question papers of 1956 in English 
for sanctioning the same payment to moderators in English also, 
as sanctioned to the moderators in Mathematics, t ide Syndidate 
resolution No. 12 dated the 23rd December 1954. 

Resolved ihal the moderators in English and Domestic 
Science for the High School Examination of 1956 and onwards 
be paid on the same basis as is sanctioned in the case of 
moderators for Mathematics papejs. 

8. With reference to its resolution No. 4 dated the 9th 
May 1955, the Registiar reported that Miss R. Padmini, Professor 
of Economics, Malms ani’s College, Jaipur, having declined to 
accept the appointment as a Lecturer in the University Depart- 
ment of Economics, the Vice-Chancellor appointed Shri J. M. 
Joshi, Lecturer, R. R. College, Alwar, ns a lecturer in her 
place. Shri Joshi was the next candidate in order of merit as 
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determined by the Selection Committee constituted for the 
appointment of a Reader and Lecturer in the said Department. 

Resolved that the action taken by the Vice-Chancelior 
be confirmed. 

9. The Syndicate considered an application of Shri J. M. 

Joshi, Lecturer, University Department of Economics, requesting 
to give him a higher initial salary of Rs. 310/- p. m. instead of 
the initial start of the grade viz., Rs. 25C /- in view of his 
brilliant academic career and teaching experience of Degree and 
Post-graduate classes. 

Resolved that Shri J. M. Joshi be given a start of Rs. 290/- 
per month with effect from the date he joined his post* This 
higher start will not, however, affect the seniority of the existing 
staff in the same grade. 

10 . With reference to letter No. F. 13-5/55-51, dated the 
3rd/9th August 1955, received from the Secretary, Scheduled 
tastes, Scheduled Tribes and other Backward classes Scholarship 
Board, Ministry of Education, Government of India, New 
Delhi, the Syndicate considered the question of exemption from 
payment of tuition fees by the students belonging to Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other Backward classes studying 
or likely to study in the University Teaching Departments 
(including University Law College, Jaipur). 

Resolved that students belonging to Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other Backward classes studying or likely 
to study iu the University Teaching Departments (including the 
University Law College) be exempted from payment of tuition 
fees. This concession be given upto the time it is kept in force 
by the Government of India and be subject to satisfactory 
reports for each month from the head of the department con- 
cerned, and provided also they are not receiving any scholarship 
oi adequate help from any othei source. 

Resolved ftu ther lhat to facilitate classification of students 
for purposes of the above concession, a column be added in the 
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application forms fcr admission, such as ‘Do you belong to a 
Scheduled caste or tribe or backward class ? If so state the 
particular casts or class’. 

II. The Registrar reported the proceedings of the Buildings 

Committee held on the 8th November 1955 {Vide Appendix III), 

Resolved that the minutes of the Buildings Committee 
meeting be recorded. The S}ndicate, however, desired that the 
matter of providing inter-communication (item No. 6 of the 
minutes) be reconsidered. It was, felt that inter-communication 
was not only necessary in the Administrative block, but was 
desirable for other departments such as Academic block, Library, 
hostels etc. The matter be, therefore, re-examined by the 
Buildings Comm'ttee. 

32 . Resolved that the following examination fees be pres- 
cribed for the Engineering Examinations in the new Scheme 
and the same be substituted for the existing provisions in 
Statute 121 : — 

First B.E. Rs. 50/- 

Second B.E. Rs. 50/- 

Third B.E. Rs. 60/- 

Final B.E. Rs. 75/- 

13 . The Syndicate considered a letter No. D. 23587/F.14 
(46) Edu./l/5l, dated the 16th December 1955 from the Educa- 
tion Secretaiy to the Government of Rajasthan, forwarding a 
representation from Shri R. P, Bhnrgava, Principal, Government 
Inter. College, Bhilwara, requesting for exemption from the 
minimum qualifications prescribed by the University for Heads 
of the Commerce Department. Shri Bhaigava is M.A. (Econo- 
mics) III Division, B. Com. II Division and possesses 27 years 
teaching experience (including 15 years to Inter, classes, 12 years 
to Degree and S years to Post-graduate classes). 

Resolved that Shri R. P. Bhaigava be exempted from the 
minimum qualifications prescribed by the Univeisity for the 
Commerce Department for Degree classes only. 
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14 . The Syndicate considered an application from Shri 
M. N. Tolani (Registrar) for granting him leave on full pay ns 
well as on half pay as earned by him during the term of his office. 

The Syndicate in this connection considered the Vice- 
Chancellor’s note dated the 3rd January 1956 recommending that 
Shri M. N. Tolant’s application be refused and the leave.due to 
him be granted to him after the 30th June 1956 when he retires 
from the post of the Registrar of the University in accordance 
with Rule 89 of the Rajasthan Government Leave rules. After 
some discussion the Syndicate decided that Shri M. N. Tolani be 
given a grant equal to four months' salary on full pay on the 
date of his retirement, inclusive of Provident Fund contribution 
which would have accrued to him, had he been granted earned 
leave after retirement. 

15 . The Syndicate considered a Note dated the 6th January 
1956 by the Vice-Chancellor, with regard to the scale of salary 
of the Registrar’s post. 

Resolved that the stale of salary of the Registrar’s pest be 
revised from Rs. 800-40-1000 to Rs. 800-40-1000-50-1250. 

16 . The Registrar reported that one Shiv Prasad Gupta, 
who had passed the High School Exam'nation of the University 
held in 1951, had tempered with the entries in the High School 
Certificate and marks sheet issued to him and subsequently 
tried to obtain a job in the office of the Divisional Engineer, 
Telegiaphs, Jaipur, who sent the certificate and the marks sheet 
to the office for verification. On knowing that his guilt had 
been caught, he tried to conceal it by committing further forgeries 
by forging the signatures of the Deputy Registrar of the Univer- 
sity on a letter pui ported to have been addressed to the Divi- 
sional Engineer, Telegraphs, Jaipur, confirming the marks in the 
forged marks sheet as correct and later on the signatures of the 
Divisional Engineer himself on a letter purported to have been 
addressed to this office saying that he had decided the case and 
tnat no further inquiry in the matter was necessary, which in 
fact weie never issued. 
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Resolved thal tile certificate granted to the candidate for 
passing the High School Examination be forfeited as already 
ordeied by the Vice-Chancellor and he be debarred peunanently 
from taking any examination of the University. 

17. The Syndicate confirmed the acl-on taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor m appointing a third external refeiee for reading the 
thesis of Shri Vinayak Laxn an Talekar on the subject ‘Studies 
of Rectification in a Gas (Nitrogen) discharge and other pub- 
lished work’, under Ordinance 137, as there was divergence of 
opinion among external refeiees, and on receipt of his report 
which was favourable, having the degree of Ph. D. (in the 
Science Faculty) awarded to Shri Talekar at the Convocation 
held on December 3, 1955. 

18. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 12, dated 
the 1st October, 1955, the Registrar reported for information 
that there was no blind student studying in any of the affiliated 
colleges. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

19. Under Ordinance 88(3), the Syndicate confirmed the 
action taken by the Puncipal, Maharana Intermediate College, 
Bhihvara, in expel! mg a student named Raj Kumar Maim, 
student of XII Arts class, for a period of ten days for reasons of 
impel finance and breach of discipline. 

The Syndicate felt that the punishment of expulsion for a 
period of ten days v T as inadequate and requested the Vice- 
Chancellor to write to the Principal accordingly. 

Further it was considered that since rules about the rusti- 
cation and expulsion of students were not verj T clearly given in 
the Univetsily Hand Book, a small sub committee consisting of 
Principal K. U. Varma, Dr. S. D. Arora and Principal R K. 
Tripathi be formed to examine the existing rules about rusti- 
cation and expulsion and suggest necessao T amendments, if any. 

20. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 27, dated 
the 9th May, 1955 extending for a period of further six months 
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Prof- M. V, Mathui’s depufation as a member of the Plantation 
Inquiry Commission, Govrenment of India, New Delhi, the 
Reglstiar reported the receipt of a letter No- 44 (3) Plant/54, 
dated the 1st November, 1955 from the Under Secretary to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Industries and Commerce, 
New Delhi, informing that with effect from the 5th November, 
1955 the services of Prof. M. V. Mathur were being replaced with 
the University of Rajputana, although the President had agreed 
that Prof. Matlnir would continue to hold the post of the member, 
Plantation Inquiry Commission and would be required to do his 
share of the drafting of the Report at Jaipur and come to 
Delhi for discussions as and when required on the following 
terms : — 

Fay Rs 750/- p. m. (inclusive of all 

allowances) 

Travelling and Daily As hitherto has been admissible 
allowances. to him. 

Resolved that the ariangement be agreed to. 

21 . The Syndicate confirmed the action taken by the 
Vice*Chaneelloi in — 

(*) Ordering that the post of Office Superintendent for the 
Secrecy Section on Rs. 250/- p. xn. (sanctioned for one 
year on a temporary measure by the Syndicate at its 
meeting held on the 5th November, 1955 on the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee as contained 
in its resolution No. 15 (j) dated the 31st October, 1955) 
be filled up with effect from 1st January, 1956 instead 
of April 1 when the new financial year would begin ; 
and appointing Shri V. D. Oamra on the post cn 
Rs. 250/- p. m. in the grade of Rs. 250 -121-375, with 
effect from the above date. 

(") Permitting Dr. K. P. Rode, Head of the University 
Department of Geology, to enter into contract with 
Mis Madhu Sudan & Co., for constructing a boundary 
wall around the plot allotted for the Geology Depart- 
ment Budding, for Rs. 2500/- on the following terms, 
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as given m his letter No, 60 (55) 85 dated the 8th 
October, 1955 : — 

1 . The Contractor M/s Madhu Sudan & Co., Udaipur 
will get the Eoundary Wall marked with the help 
of the City Corporation and he will dig the founda- 
tion on which the University will advance him a 
sum of Rs. 500/-* 

2. On completion of the work the University will 
give the contractor a sum of Rs. 1000/- more, 
the balance of Rs. 1000/- will be paid only after 
the whole work is certified by the Engineers, 
Public Works Department to have been satis- 
factorily completed. 

(tit) Approving the recommendation No. 3 of the Board of 
Studies in Engineering held on the 7th August 1955 
with regard to the granting of the following further 
exemptions to candidates appearing under Ordinance 
312 with effect from the examination of 1956 : — 

(/) Candidates who have passed B.E. Mech. Examina- 
tion and who are appearing ih B. E, Electrical 
Examination be exempted from appearing in 
Mechanical Engineering Laboratory Practicals. 

(it) Candidates who have passed B. E. Electrical 
Examinntion and who are appearing in B. E. 
Mechanical Examination be exempted from 
appearing in 

(a) Group II 

( a ) Generation and Utilisation of Electric power 
(written paper). 

(5) Electrical Engineering Laboratory Practicals. 
The marks in the above subjects be propor- 
tionately carried over for calculating the 
aggregate for declaring Pass and Division. 

(h») Ordering that the rules with regard to obtaining certi- 
ficates of eligibility as contained in Ordinar.ee 86 be 
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applied also to regular candidates for the Degree 
Examinations in the Faculty of Oriental Learning. 

(t») Allowing the appointment of Prof. P. S. Naidu, hi. A., 
foimerly Head of the Department of Education, 
Allahabad University, as Head of the Research Depart- 
ment in the Vid\a BhawanG. R. S. Teachers College, 
Udaipur. Prof. Naidu falls short of the training 
qualifications, but otherwise he possesses a teaching 
experience of 25 years to B. A. (Hons.), M. A., and 
M. Ed. classes, and has 10 years* experience in guiding 
research for M. Ed., and D. Phil, Degrees, has also 
girded research for some time for D. Litt. Degree. 

He has been Plead of the Department of Edu- 
cation, Allahabad University for 10 years, where he 
w as responsible for organising courses upto D.Litt. 
level. 

(vi) Approving of the lists received from the Principals of 
Engineering Colleges, containing names of candidates 
who have completed one year’s practical traiuing after 
passing their B. E. Examination of the University, 
for the award of the degree of Bachelor of Engineering 
at the Eighth Convocation of the University held on 
the 3rd December 1955. 

[v dt) Allowing Motilal Kothari and Ramesh Chandra Sharma, 
who, being bracketted, were both awarded the University 
Merit Scholarship, (divided half and half between them 
each receiving Rs. 15/-p,m) for having stood first at 
M. B., B. S. Examination of 1954, initially sanctioned 
for one year as per old Rules, to draw the same for 
the 2nd year also, as the Second M. B., B. S. Examina- 
tion under the changed scheme of Medical Studies is now 
conducted two years after passing the Fust M. B. B. S. 
Examination instead of one year. 

(vti/i) inviting Prof. P. S. Naidu of Allahabad (heretofore 
an evtemal member on the Faculty of Education) to 
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sattend the meeting of the Faculty of Education held 
on the 2nd December, 1955, as he ceased to be a 
member consequent on his joining service as a 
Research Professor at the V. B. G. S. Teachers 
College, Udaipur* 

22. The Syndicate considered a Note by the Vice-Chanc- 
ellor with regard to the constitut'on of the Board of Studies 
in Law. 

Resolved that the StalUS-qUO be maintained for the present 
term. For the future, the whole question of the constitution 
of the Boards of Studies in the various Faculties, including the 
constitution of Faculties, be examined by a Committee consisting 
of the following persons. The report of the Committee be then 
put up for consideration to the Act Amendment Committee 
appointed by the Syndicate.

23 . The Syndicate considered the recommendations of the 
Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics and Veterinary Science as 
contained in its resolutions Nos. 10 and 11 with regard to 
introduction of Post-graduate studies in Opthalmology (M. S. 
Opthalmology), and institution of the degrees of Ph. D. and 
D. Sc. in the Faculty, respectively, together with the Ordinances 
suggested in that behalf, as per request made by Dr, R. M. 
Kasliwal, Principal, S. M. S. Medical College, Jaipur, contained 
in his D. O. letter dated the 2nd December 1955 to the effect that 
the Ordinances may be approved by the Syndicate and the same 
be ratified by the Academic Council later so that the intending 
candidates may register themselves forthwith for the M. S. 
(Opthalmolgy) Part I Examination of 1956 and also for the 
Pb. D. and D. Sc. degrees. 

Resolved that the S. M. S. Medical College be allowed 
provisionally to start M. S. classes in Opthalmology subject to 
granting of affiliation to the college in the subject, for which 
purpose the Vice-Chancellor may appoint a suitable expert to be 
associated with the Inspectors already appointed for the periodical 
inspection of the college. 

Resolved further that the recommendations made by the 
Faculty be accepted in the case of M. S. (Opthalmology), subject 
to ratification by the Academic Council. The other matter with 
regard to introduction of Ph. D. and D. Sc. degrees should first 
go to the Academic Council. 

24 . The Syndicate considered letter No. F. 12(363) 
EDU/55, dated the 30th December 1955, from the Education 
Secretary to the Government of Rajasthan, Jaipur, regarding 
affiliation of Sanskrit colleges informing that in view of the 
financial and other difficulties, the Government was considering 
the proposal of constituting a 'Board of Sanskrit Examinations’ 
till such time as the colleges grew up and were better organised, 
and requesting for the views of the University in this connection 
whether it could constitute such a Board as a part of the 

• Faculty of Arts, instead of a full-fledged Faculty of Oriental 
Learning. 
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Resolved that the Education Secretary be informed that 
the Government could constitute a Board of Sanskrit Learning 
without affiliating it to the University. 

25, The Syndicate considered a letter No. 98 (55) I dated 
the 25th October 1955 received from Dr. K. P. Rode, Head of 
the University Department of Geology, Udaipur, stating that 
Dr. P. N. Ganju (External Examiner appointed for conducting 
practical examination of M. Sc. Geology 1954) had conducted 
two separate examinations, one for the ex-students and the other 
for the regular students of M. Sc. Previous and Final, and as 
such he should be paid extra for the examination of ex-students. 

Resolved that the recommendation made by Dr. Rode be 
accepted and that Dr. Ganju be paid separately for the practical 
examination conducted by him for the ex-students. 

26. The Syndicate considered an application dated the 
12th July 1955 made by Shri Bhamvari Lai Srivastava (forwarded 
by the Headmaster, Maharajah High School, Jaipur) requesting 
that the date of b ; rth of his son Vinod Prakash Srivastava who 
passed his High School Examination of 1954 of the University 
from the Maharaja’s High School, Jaipur as entered in his High 
School Certificate be changed as 14th November 1939 m place 
of 20th July 1937 as the latter date was wrongly entered while 
making his admission. Shri Srivastava has produced in 
support of his request an Age Report by the Medical Jurist, 
S. M. S. Hospital, Jaipur, who assesses the probable age of the 
boy between 14 and 16 years. 

In this connection, the Registrar submitted for consideration 
resolution No. 20 already passed by the Syndicate at its meeting 
held on 23rd December 1954 with a view to making the provision 
more categorical as the words ‘Mistake in writing a date of birth 1 
were rather too vague and liable to be mis-used. 

Resolved that the Vice-Chancellor may examine the appli- 
cation of the candidate and pass necessary orders thereon. With 
regard to the point submitted by the Registrar, the Syndicate 
endorsed its previous decision, and affirmed that there was nothing 
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wrong in it. The question of its being vague, or liable to be 
mis-used did not arise if every case was thoroughly scrutinised 
and carefully examined before putting up for orders. 

Resolved further that in order to minimise applications 
for correction of age entries, a column be added in the application 
forms for admission to the High School Examination so as to 
have a certificate from the parents or guard'ans to the effect that 
the age entry given in the application form was correct. 

27. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 15, dated 
the 5th November, 1955, the Registrar reported for confirmation 
the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor (after considering the 
recommendations of the Committee appointed by it for scrutini- 
sing applications received from recognised High Schools and 
affiliated colleges for creating examination centres at their 
institutions vide Appendix IV) in opening new centres for the 
Examinations of 1956 at the following institutions : —

Parts I&If Examinations of 1956 
from the S.K.N. Agricultural Institute, Jobner received 
in this office on the 16th December, 1955, on account 
of some practical difficulties like shortage of staff etc. 
as pointed out by the Principal. 

(m) entertaining after the expiry of the due date the 
application form of (l) Raghawachana Kauslnk for 
appearing at the B A. Examinat on in the additional 
optional subject as a private candidate, on the ground 
that he had applied for the Application Form in 
September, which was duly sent to him by the Gffice 
but was not received by him which fact was certified by 
the Director of Education, Saurashtra and (2} Miss 
Lalita Chaddha for appearing at the High School 
Examination on the ground that her father who is a 
Central Government servant was transferred from 
Jhalawar to Jaipur about November, last and she 
could not get admission to the Maharaja's Girls’

While this item was under consideration, Slid R. K. 
Tripathi, Princiral, S. M. K. College Jodhpur, brought to the 
notice of the Syndicate the case of a candidate (Ghewar Chand) 
of his college who was unable to submit his application form by 
the due date for appearing at the Intermediate in Commerce 
Examination, The Syndicate desired that the Vice-Chancellor 
might examine this case also and pass necessary orders thereon. 

29. With reference to resolution No. 3 passed by the 
Syndicate at its meeting held on the 5th November, 1955, the 
Registrar reported that the Vice-Chancellor had got the recoin? 
mendations of the Committee fcr the Selection of Examiners 
for the LL, B. Previous and Final, B. Com,, I, Com. and I, Sc.

30. With reference to its resolution No. 16, dated the 5th 
Norember, 1955, the Syndicate considered the recommendations 
of the Selection Committee appointed under Statute 20 (2) for 
the appointment of a Lecturer for the- University Department 

of Economics {vide Appendix V) vice Dr. Moti Lai Gupta 
resigned. 
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The Registrar reported for confirmation in this connection 
the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor in issuing appointment 
letter to the candidate selected by the Committee, Shri G. S. 
Bhalla, M.A., Lecturer, Khalsa College, Delhi, so that he might 
join as soon as possible after serving a month’s notice to his 
present employers. 

Resolved that the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor be 
confirmed and that Shri G. S. Bhalla be appointed as Lecturer 
for the University Department of Economics on Rs. 250/- p. m.

Before taking up the item on the agenda, the Dean exhor- 
ted the members to give their best consideration to the recommen- 
dations of the Legal Education Ccmmittee’s Report and to take 
independent decisions on different points in the best interest of 
the development and re-organisation of legal education in Rajas- 
than on a very efficient basis. Thereafter a general discussion 
followed in which the members expressed their views in respect 
of the present trend of Legal Education in the country and the 
scheme envisaged in the report of the Legal Education Committee. 
The Faculty then took up almost all the items serially as given 
in the summary of the Report in Chapter XIII (on pages 7S to 
S5), The recommendations of the Faculty are given with nece- 
ssary references to the recommendations made in the aforesaid 
chapter cf the report. 

1. (i) With reference to parns 1 and 2 (General) of the 

recommendations of the Committee, Page 78, while 
the Faculty approved of the decisions that students 
intending to take Law courses should ordinarily tak$ 
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English Language as one of their subjects in the 
Intermediate and Degree classes, it is felt that the 
study of Social Science cannot be insisted upon in 
view of the Committee’s recommendation in para 3 
with which the Faculty agrees, namely that only the 
giaduates m Arts, Science and Commerce should be 
admitted to the LL. B. course of three } r ears. 

^(ii) The Faculty endorsed the recommendation of the 
Committee as given in para 3 (Page 78). 

The Faculty further endorsed the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee in respect of the holding of Law 
classes during evening hours as recorded on page 44 
of the Report to the effect that in case of the evening 
classes the duration of LL. B. degree course be exten-. 
ded by one year. Thus the graduates joining the 
evening classes shall cover the LL. B. degree course 
in 4 years. 

It is necessary to tecord here the unanimous view 
of the Faculty in view of the fact that almost all the 
Universities in India with the exception of a very few 
provide only 2 years course for the LL. B. degree, 
the three years course for the LL. B. degree in this 
University cannot be successfully implemented unless 
the High Court of Rajasthan is pleased to amend its 
rules regarding the eligibility of Law graduates for 
admission to practise at the Bar by laying down that 
in future only such Law graduates will be eligible for 
enrolment as Legal Practitioners within the jurisdic- 
tion of Rajasthan High Court as have qualified for 
the LL. B. degree with three years course. 

It is therefore suggested that the University may 
be pleased to take necessary steps m this direction. 

(iii) With reference to paras 4, 5, 6 and 7 of the Report 
(Page 7S to Si) regarding courses of study for different 
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examinations in Law, the Faculty refetred the matter 
for the consideration to the Boaid of Studies in Law. 

(\v) The recommendation of the Committee in para 8 
regarding the institution of scholarships for the 
LL.M. and the LL. 13. degrees have been accepted by 
the Faculty. 

It was further resolved that in view of the propo- 
sed introduction of three yeais course for the i,L* B. 
degree, consequentional amendments in the regulations 
regarding scholaiships for the LL. B. degree as given 
on page 161 of the University Hand Book, Part II be 
suitably made and 2 scholarships cf the value of Rs. 
25/- p.m. be provided for each of the second year and 
third year classes of the LL. B. 

(v) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 
the Committee in paras 9 and 10. 

The Faculty, however, decided that the recommen- 
dation of the Committee in para 10 should not affect 
the second proviso of Ordinance 257 given on page 272 
of the University Hand Book, Fait II, which runs as 
follows : — 

“ Whole time teachers of Law after more 

than three years service in any affiliated 
college of this TJnivers.ty shall be eligible to 
appear at : the examination without having 
undergone the prescribed course of study 
in an affiliated college of this University/* 

(vi) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 

the Committee in para 11 (Page 82). 

(vi 0 Regarding para 12 (Page 82) of the Committee's 
recommendation the Faculty was of the op'mon that 
any insistence on supplying the synopsis of the lectures 
would tend to make the lectures steriolyped and mono- 
tonus, the Lecturers should therefore be free to follow 
Such methods regardings their mode of teaching as 
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they may consider, best suited to meet the needs of 
the students. 

(viii) The Faculty resolved that the recommendations made 
in paras 13 and 14 of the Report (Page 82) be referred 
to the Board of Studies in Law for consideration. 

(ix) Regarding recommendation No. 15 (Page 82) of the 
Committee, the Faculty resolved to recommend that 
the teaching of three years integrated course be done 
during day hours, while the teaching of the other four 
years course may either be done during morning or 
evening hours. In this connection the Faculty, how- 
ever, emphasised that there should be at least 4 periods 
a day for day classes each period being not less than 
50 minutes’ duration; three periods for teaching work 
and one period for tutorials and Seminars etc., while 
there should be at least three periods each day for 
evening classes of not less than 40 minutes duration 
out of which three periods per week must be devoted 
to tutorials and seminars, etc. 

It further resolved that students should be encou- 
raged to make best use of Library under the guidance 
of some members of the teaching staff. 

(x) Regarding the recommendation of the Committee in 

para 16, (Page 82) the Faculty resolved to recommend 
that M. A. or M. Sc. students or whole time employees 
of the Government or of a business firm may be 
admitted only to four years’ course of the LL. B. 
degree. 

(xi) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 
the Committee in paras 17 and 18 (Page S3). 

(xii) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 
the Committee >in para 19 (rage S3) regarding the 
scales of pay for the staff of the University Law 
College. 
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In this connection, however, the Faculty was 
strongly of the view that as the standard of teaching 
and the nature of work to be done in . the affiliated 
colleges is to be the same as in the University, the 
grades recommended in recommendation No. 19 be 
also given to other Professors. 

(xni) The Faculty considered the recommendation of the 
Committee given in para No. 20 (Page 83) and resol- 
ved to recommend that a Professor should be an 
LL. D. or Ph. D. in Law with at least five' years 1 
experience or an LL. M. with at least 8 years’ teach- 
ing experience and he should be able not only to take 
the Post-graduate classes in Law but also to guide 
advanced legal research. 

(xiv) The Faculty considered the recommendations made by 
the Committee in para No. 21 (Page S3) and resolved 
to recommend that a Reader should possess a Docto- 
rate degree in Law or a degiee of LL. M. from any 
recognised University and should have at least five 
years’ teaching experience together with a good acade- 
mic record as a student and a good reputation as a 
teacher. 

(xv) The Faculty endorsed ihe recommendations made by 
the Committee in para 22 (Page 83). In this connec- 
tion the Faculty, however, resolved to recommend that 
the part time teachers’ salary may not be less than 
Rs. 250/- p. m. 

(xvi) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made in 
Para No. 23 (Page S3). 

(xvh) The Faculty considered the recommendations made 
by the Committee in para No. 24 (Page 83) and resol- 
ved to recommend that a Lecturer should normally be 
an LL. M. of a recognised University or should have 
a high fust class in LL. B. and should possess at 
least an experience of 5 years’ practice at the Bar. 
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(xviii) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the 
Committee in para No. 25 (Page 84) and resolved to 
recommend that a Law teacher should be appointed 
initially for a period of one year and he should be 
confirmed only if at the end of this period his woik 
and conduct are found to be satisfactory by the Univer- 
sity authorities. 

(xix) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the 
Committee enshrined in para No. 26 (Page 84) and it 
resolved to iccommend that at the time of appoint- 
ment of a teacher, care should be taken to find whe- 
ther such teacher has command over language, power 
of expression, persuasive speech and systematic way 
of presenting his subject. 

(xx) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the 
Committee made in para No. 27 (Page 84^ and it 
resolved to recommend that the Judges of the High 
Court and Senior Advocates may be appointed as 
Hony. Professois by the University and they may 
teach these subjects to students only for which they 
have special aptitude. 

(xxi) The Faculty considered the recommendations made by 
the Committee in paras 28 and 29 (Page St) and it 
resolved to recommend that there is no need for a 
Council of Legal Education and in this respect the 
Faculty accepted the arguments given in the dissent- 
ing note of Shrt K. S. Hajela on page 86 of the report, 
namely, that to have a Council of Legal Education to 
control and judge the Legal education in the Univer- 
sity is perhaps not quite in the fitness of things, as 
the University has already a number of academic 
bodies consisting of the Beard of Studies in Law, the 
Faculty of Law and finally the Academic Council 
which have expert members on their personnel to 
guide them in their deliberations. The creation of a 
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4: The Faculty considered the i ecommendation made by 

the Committee in Para No. 2 on page 68 and resolved to recom- 
mend that Law students should enjoy the same facilities in the 
matters of residence, games, sports, amusements, educational 
tours and other activities of the University as are enjoyed by 
other students. Provisions should also be made for Hostel 
accommodation for Law students. The LL. M. students should 
be encouraged to reside in the University Hostels to take full 
advantage of Library facilities and contact with teachers. There 
should be good pHy-grounds for games and recreation. Law 
students should also be encouraged to join the N. C. C. 

In this connection the Faculty also resolved to recommend 
that where funds are available for educational tours of students, 
a proportionate share in those funds should also be made availa- 
ble to Law students. 

5. The Faculty also endorsed the recommendations made 

by the Committee in the second para on page 68 which runs as 
follows 1 “ 

“ A common standaid be maintained by the 

CJnivetsity and its affiliated colleges. No lowering 
down of standards on any grounds whatsoever should be 
permitted. If for lack of funds -no separate premises 
for Law classes can be provided, if enough grants cannot 
be made for Library purposes, if teachers of required 
qualifications cannot be engaged and if they cannot be 
properly paid, it is no use maintaining Law classes at 
various places.” 

6 t The Faculty resolved that a proper scheme for different 

examinations, main and supplementary, should be drawn up by 
the Board of Studies in Law along with the different courses.

8 . The Council considered the Faculty of Arts’ resolution 
No. 19 dated the 2nd December 1955 urging for reconsideration 
of its recommendation No. 4 (i) dated the 7th December 1951, in 
respect of setting Sanskrit questions in Hindi papers at the Inter. 
(Arts), B. A. and M A. stages, which the Council had not 
accepted vide its resolution No, 8 (ix) of February 17, 1952. 

Resolved that the matter be referred for consideration to 
the Committee appointed under the foregoing resolution No. 3 in 
connection with the re-organisation of University Education. 

9 . The Council considered the recommendations made by 
the Faculty of Arts, as contained in its resolution No. 23 dated 
the 2nd December 1955, with regard to the courses of study for 
the examinations of 1958 and the additions and/or alterations in 
Ordinances and Regulations. 

Resolved to recommend that the courses of study together 
with the additions and/or alterations in Ordinances and Regu- 
lations, as suggested by the Faculty, be accepted. 

Resolved further that the courses of study prescribed for 
the Proficiency Test in Hmdi Examination of 1957 be repeated 
for the examination of 195S. 

19 . The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Science, as contained in its resolution No. 1 dated 
the 30th November 1955, to the effect that the maximum amount 
of teaching work for the heads of degree departments be 18 
periods a week. 1 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendation made by 
the Faculty be not accepted and the present practice be continued. 

11 . The Council consideied the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Science, as coutained in its resolution No. 3 
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dated the 30th November 1955, to the effect that separate 
certificate examinations in French, German and Russion 
languages be instituted, which should be open to all Science 
Students. 

Resolved that the matter be referred for consideration to 
the University Education Reorganisation Committee appointed 
under resolution No. 3. The Council was of opinion that the 
facility, if introduced, should be open to all Faculties. 

12 . The Council considered the recommendation made by 

the Faculty of Science as contained in its resolution No. 4 dated 
the 30th November 1955 suggesting minimum qualifications for 
teachers of Intermediate in Science ( Ag. ) and B. Sc. ( Ag. ) 
classes. 

Resolved that the lecommendation made by the Faculty 
be accepted. 

Resolved further to i ecommend that the following minimum 
qualifications be added in Ordinance 65, under Faculty of Science 
in a new paragraph Gj renumbering the subsequent paragraphs: - 

G. For teachers of the Agricultural colleges: 

1. Principal of a degree or Post-graduate college: 

B. Sc, Ag. with a D. Sc, or Ph. D. or an equivalent degree 
of an Indian or foreign University and having experience of 
teaching degree classes in a college of agriculture for five 
academic years.

The same as given below for Professor or Head of 
Depertment in a Degiee or Post-graduate college of agriculture,

(3) A person holding o second olaBS B. Com. degree may 
be permitted to teach Farm Accounts. 

(4) A person holding a second class M. A. or M. Sc, degree 
in Mathematics with a two year diploma in Statistics 
awarded by Indian Council of Agricultural Research 
may be permitted to teach Statistics, 

(5) For the purposes of the above rules, the Aesociateehip 
of Indian Agricultural Research Institute shall be , 
considered to be equivalent to M. So. or M. Sc.

or M, Sc. (Ag) awarded by thesis or from Universities

13 . The Council considered the recommendation made by the 

Faculty of Science, as contained in its resolution No. 5 dated the 
30th November 1955, to the effect that if a candidate after 
passing the M. Sc.

under O. 238, he be required to undergo a regular course along 
with the practical and that he be examined in the practical part 
also. Passing in the additional paper be not counted towards 
improvement of division. 

Resolved to recommend that the proposal of the Faculty 
with regard to a regular course by such M. Sc. candidates, as 
wanted to appear in an additional optional paper, be not approved, 
but that the following sentence be added in the end of first 
paragraph of O. 238 :“~ 

“Such candidates shall have to appear for examination 
in the theory as well as practical part of the paper 
concerned. 1 ’ 

14. The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Science, as contained in its resolution No. 8 dated 
the 30th November 1955, to the effect that the number of 
candidates examined at a time for the Intermediate and B. Sc. 
Practical Examinations in a Science subject should not exceed 30 
and 20 respectively. 

Resolved to recommend that the number of candidates for 
examination at a time for the Intermediate and B. Sc. Practical 
examinations in a Science subject be restricted to 20 and 20, 
respectively. 

15. The Council considered resolution No. 6 passed by the 
Faculty of Science, at its meeting held on the 30th November 
1955, strongly recommending that, as proposed by Prof G. L. 
Gupta, a period of practical work be considered as equivalent to 
a lecture period for the purpose of reckoning the amount of work 
done by teachers in affiliated colleges. 

Resolved to recommend that the existing practice be 
continued as prescribed under Ordinance 71, /. e. three periods of 
practicals be counted as equivalent to two lecture periods. 

16. The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Science, as contained in its resolution No, 9 dated 
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the 30th November 1955, regarding the introduction of the new 
subject of 'Microbiology and Biochemistry* at the B. Sc. standard, 
with effect from the examination of 1958. 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendation made by 
the Faculty, and the amendments suggested to Ordinance 224 and 
Regulation 15, be accepted. 

17 . The Council considered the following recommendation 
made by the Faculty of Science, as contained m its resolution 
No. 10(2) dated the 30th November 1955. 

“The same examiner tor M. Sc. Practical Examination 
should examine at all centres, as far as practicable. 
Wherever the courses are different separate examiners 
should be appointed.’* 

Resolved that the recommendation be accepted. 

18 . The Council considered the following recommendation 
made by the Faculty of Science, as contained in its resolution 
No. 11 dated the 30th November 1955: — 

“In the case of candidates who had offered thesis in the 
M. Sc (Botany) Examination and who have failed, the 
candidates may be allowed to re-submit the thesis with 
some additional work along the same lines”. 

Resolved that the recommendation be referred to the Board 
of Studies in Botany for re-consideration with the remark that if 
it were to be approved, it would give an undue advantage to the 
candidates and that in the opinion of the Council, a failure should 
be asked to submit a fre. h subject for his thesis. 

19 . The Council considered the recommendations made by 
the Faculty of Science, as contained in its resolution No. 13 
dated the 30th November 1955, with regard to the courses of 
study for the examinations of 1958 and the additions and/or 
alterations in Ordinances and Regulations. 

Resolved to recommend that the courses of study and the 
additions and/or alterations in Ordinances and Regulations 
suggested by the Faculty, be approved. 
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20. The Council considered the followirg recommendations 
made by the Faculty of Science, us contained in its resolution 
No. 14 dated the 30th November 1955 in connection with the 
proposals of Prof. D. I\. Mathur of Jaswant College, Jodhpur: — 

1. There should be no objection to practical examinations 
in M.Sc. being held even after the theory examinations. 

2. The thesis may be allowed to be submitted after the 
theory examinations only under special circumstances 
as recommended by the .Head of the Department. 

Resolved to recommend that recommendation No. 2 made by 
the Faculty be not approved. With regard to recommendation 
No. 1 , the Council recommended that it should read as follows:- 

1. Theie should be no objection to practical examinations 
in M.Sc. being held soon after the theory examinations. 

21 . The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Commerce as contained in its resolution No. 3 
dated the 1st December *1955, amending Ordinances 47 and 55 
in view of the almost wholesale revision of the Commerce 
courses. 

Resolved to recommend that the Ordinances 47 and 55 as 
amended by the Faculty be accepted. 

22. The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Commerce, as contained in its resolution No. 4 
dated the 1st December 1955, suggesting addition of one more 
subject ziz . ‘Transport*, for the award of the M. Com. Degree, 
together with the Syllabus for the same. 

Resolved to recommend that , as recommended by the 
Faculty, ‘Transport’ be added as one of the subjects of study for 
M. Com. and the syllabus suggested for the same be approved. 

Resolved farther to recommend that “M. Com. (Transport)** 
be added at No. 6 in the first paragraph of Regulation No. 20 
and at the end of the Regulation before the notes begin, the 
following scheme be added in the subject of Transport. 
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Each candidates for the M. Com. Transport degree 
* will offer the following four papers also carrying 

100 marks each : — 

TRANSPORT. 

Paper I Parmciples of Transport. 

Paper II Railway Transport with special reference to India. 
Paper III Roads, Shipping, Ports and Aviation. 

Paper IV Transport Organisation. 

23. With reference to its resolution No. 25 (lii) (c) dated 
the 18th February 1955, asking the Faculty of Commerce to 
give a detailed scheme in connection with the proposed introduc- 
tion of practical training and viva-voce test at the M. Com. 
Examination, the Council considered the recommendations in 
that behalf, of the Committee appointed by the Faculty under its 
resolution No. 5 dated the 1st December 1955, held on January 
27, 1956 (Vide Appendix II). 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations made by 
the Committee be accepted. The scheme of practical training 
be introduced with effect from the M. Com. Final Examination 
of 1958. The following be added is paragraph 2 in Ordi- 
nance 249 : — 

“Candidates after passing the M. Com. (Final) Exami- 
nation shall be awarded the degree of Master of 
Commerce only when they have put in, to the 
satisfaction cf the Syndicate, at least three months' 
practical training in a business concern or an appropriate 
Govt, office, approved by the University.’' 

24. The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Commerce, as contained in its resolution No. 6 
dated the 1st December 1955, and resolved to recommend that 
henceforth the option of using Hindi medium be allowed in all 
the papers for the I. Com , B.Com. and M.Com. Examinations. 

25. The Coimcil considered amendments to Statute 123 
and Ordinance 193, as recommended by the Faculty of Commerce 
vide its resolution No. 7 dated the 1st December 1955, 
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Resolved to recommend that the amendments to Statute 123 
and Ordmancel93, as recommended by the Faculty of Commerce 
be accepted. 

26. The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Commerce, as contained in its resolution No. 9 
dated the 1st December 1955, and resolved to recommend that 
a certificate holder of the All Languages Shorthand Institute, 
Ajmer, be considered qualified to teach Shorthand (English and 
Hindi) to Intermediate in Commerce classes, provided he or she 
satisfied the minimum qualifications laid down under O. 65 (G) 
for teachers of Intermediate classes under the Faculty of 
Commerce. 

27. The Council considered the recommendations made by 
the Faculty of Commerce, as contained in its resolution No. 12 
dated the 1st December 1955, with regard to courses of study 
for the B.Com (Previous) and M. Com. (Previous) Examinations 
of 1957 and I. Com., B. Com (Final) and M. Com. (Final) 
Examinations of 1958. 

Resolved to recommend that the courses of study for the 
B.Com (Previous) and M.Com (Previous) Examinations of 1957 
and I.Com., B.Com (Final) and hi. Com (Final) Examinations of 
1958, as recommended by the Faculty, be accepted. 

28. The Council considered the recommendations made by 
the Faculty of Engineering and Technology, as contained in 
its resolution No. 7 dated the 2nd December 1955, with regard 
to the courses of study in Engineering for the examinations 
of 1957. 

Resolved to iccommcud that the courses of study in 
Engineering for the examinations of 1957, as recommended by 
the Faculty, be accepted. 

29. The Council considered resolution No. 8 passed by 
the Faculty of Engineering and Technology at its meeting held 
outlie 2nd December 1955, and resolved to recommend that 
one special S/E. Examination be held about the middle of July 
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1955 and in this examination all candidates who have paseed in 
all practicals but have failed in one or more written papers, be 
allowed to appear. These students be also allowed to attend 
the B.E. classes provisionally. 

30 . The Council considered the recommendation of the 
Faculty of Engineering and Technology as contained in its 
resolution No. 9 dated the 2nd December 1955, and resolved 
to recommend that in Ordinance 319 B (a) the words “passed the 
B.E. degree examination” be substituted for the words “obtained 
the B.E. degree”. 

31 . The Council considered resolution No. 6 passed by the 
Faculty of Engineering and Technology, at its meeting held on 
the 2nd December 1955, recommending (i) grant of exemption 
from certain papers to candidates who, after passing B.E. 
Mechanical Examination, desire to appear at the B.E. Electrical 
Examination and vice-versa (n) setting papers under old scheme 
for the facility of failures at the F.E. and S.E Examinations. 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations made 
by the Faculty be accepted. 

Resolved to recommend further that the following para- 
graph be added to Ordinance 312: — 

Candidates desiring to appear at the B* E. Electrical 
Examination shall also be exempted from appearing in 
Mechanical Engineering Laboratory Practicals; and those 
desiring to appear at the B. E. Mechanical Examination 
shall be exempted from appearing in (a) Group II. 
(a) Generation and Utilisation of Electric Power (written 
paper) and (b) Electrical Engineering Laboratory Practi- 
cals. The marks obtained previously in the above, 
shall be proportionately carried over for calculating the 
aggregate. 

The Council confirmed the orders of the Yice-Cl ancellor 
in granting the exemptions recommended by the Faculty to the 
candidates appearing at the examinations of 1956. 
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32. The Council considered resolution No. 10 passed by 

the Faculty of Law at its meeting held on the 4th December 

1955 recommending that the paper-setters for the LL, B. 
(Previous & Final) examinations be instructed to set at least 
one compulsory question in each paper, carrying 20 as the 
maximum marks. 

Resolved that the recommendation made by the Faculty be 
accepted and the same be put into effect from the examinations 
of 1957. 

33. The Council considered resolution No. 6 passed by 

the Faculty of Law at its meeting held on the 4th December 

1955 and resolved to recommend that with effect from the LL.B. 
courses beginning from July 1956, the division of candidates 
passing the Bachelor of Laws examination be determined after 
taking into account the marks obtained both in the Previous 
and Final Examinations. 

34. The Council considered resolution No. 3 passed by 
the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics and Veterinary Science 
at its meeting held on the 30th November 1955 to the effect 
that B. Pharms. be admitted to the Degree of Master of Science 
(Med.) (Branch III Pharmacology) after they have undergone a 
regular couise of study of three years instead of 2y years as 
formerly proposed. 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendation made by 
the Faculty be accepted and the new Ordinance 278 (G), 
suggested in that behalf, be accepted. 

35. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. S da'ed 
the 12th March 1955 deciding to dispense with the October 
Pharmacy Examinations, the Council resolved to recommend that 
the amendments to Ordinances 281, 283, 2S7, 290, 291 (a), 
291 (b), 291 (c) and 298, as recommended by the Faculty of 
Medicine, Pharmaceutics and Veterinary Science, vide its 
resolution No. 4 dated the 30th November 1955, be acceped. 
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36 . The Council considered resolution No. 6 passed by 
the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics and Veterinary Science, 
at its meeting held on the 30th November 1955 and affirmed 
that the candidates who pa£S in the practical part of a subject or 
subjects and fail in theory only at the I. Pharm. Part II and 
B. Pharm. Part II and Part III Examinations be required to 
appear in both parts - Theoretical as well as Practical - at the 
subsequent examination* 

37 . The Council considered resolution No. 10 passed by 
the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics & Veterinary Science, at 
its meeting held on the 30th November 1955, in respect of intro- 
ducing Post-Graduate studies (M. S.) in Opthalmology together 
with the consequential amendments to Ordinances 278 (C, 1 and 
278 (D) laid down for the M. S. degree. 

Rtsolved to recommend that the recommendations made by 
the Faculty be accepted. 

38 . The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceuties and Veterinary Science, 
as contained in its resolution No. 11 dated the 30th November 
1955, for instituting the degrees of Ph. D. and D.Sc. in the 
Faculty of Medicine, together with the Ordinances suggested in 
that behalf. 

Resohcd that the recommendations made by the Faculty 
be accepted. 

39 . The Council considered resolution No. 12 passed by the 
Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics and Veterinary Science, at 
its meeting held on the 30th November 1955, with regard to the 
courses of study in Medicine, and amendments proposed to be 
made to Ordinances 27S-B, 278-D and 27S-F. 

Resolved to recommend that the courses of study in Medi- 
cine, and amendments to Ordinances 278-B, 278-D and 278-F, 
as suggested by the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics and 
Veterinary Science be accepted* 
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40 * The Council considered the recommendations raady by 

the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics & Veterinary Science, as 
contained in its resolution No. 13 dated the 30th November 1955, 
with regard to the courses of study in Pharmacy. 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations made by 
the Faculty be accepted and the courses of study prescribed for 
I. Pharm. Part I and B. Pharm. Part I, II and III Examinations 
of 1956 be repeated for the examinations of 1957 and those 
prescribed for I. Pharm* Part II Examination of 1957 be repeated 
for the examination of 1958. 

41 . The Council consideied the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Med cine, Pharmaceutics & Veterinary Science, as 
contained in its resolution No. 14 dated the 30th November 1955, 
with regard to the courses of study in Veterinary Science. 

Resolved to recommend that the courses of study in Veteri- 
nary Science, as recommended by the Faculty, be accepted. 

42 . The Council considered resolution No. 16 passed by the 
Faculty of Medicme, Pharmaceutics & Veterinary Science, at its 
meeting held on the 30th November 1955, recommending that the 
candidates failing in the subject at the First or the Second B. V. 
Sc. 6c A. H. Examination held in the month of April be permitted, 
under certain conditions, to appear in that subject only at the 
October examination and such candidates be also allowed to keep 
terms in the next higher class till then. 

Resolved to recommend that it be accepted. 

Resolved further to recommend that the new Ordinance 
as recommended by the Faculty in this connection, be accepted. 
A new para (e) be added to this effect in Ordinance 299 M. 

43 . The Council considered the recommendation made by 

the Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics & Veterinary Science, as 
contained in its resolution No. 17 dated the 30th November 1955, 
to the effect that the reports of the Inspectors, appointed in 
connection with application of the Director of Medical 6c Health 
Services, Rajasthan, requesting for recognition of the Mahatma 
Gandhi Hospital, Jodhpur, Umed Zanana Hospital, Jodhpur and 
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the P. B. M. Group of Hospitals, Bikaner, for purposes of 
counting the period put in by a candidate as House Surgeon or 
House-Physician at these hospitals towards Post-Graduate studies 
in the Faculiy cf Medicine in this University, be adopted. 

Resolved that the recommendation made by the Faculty 
be accepted. 

44 . The Council considered the recommendation made by 
the Faculty of Education, as contained in its resolution No. 5 
dated the 2nd December 1955, to the effect that the Post-graduate 
Certificate, the Academic Diploma and the Ph. D. Degrees of the 
London University be recognised as equivalent to the B. Ed.,

Resolved that the matter be referred for consideration to 
the Equivalence Committee. 

45 . The Council considered resolution No. 7 passed by the 
Faculty of Education, at its meeting held on the 2nd December

pass the examination in parts in different years under Ordinance 
329 K, be awarded a ‘Pass Class’ only and not a Division as 
given to those who pass the full examination at the same 
attempt. The amendment to Ordinance 329 I<, as suggested by 
the Faculty in this behalf, be accepted. 

46 . The Council considered the recommendations made by 
the Faculty cf Education as contained in its resolution No. 8 
dated the 2nd December 1955 with regard to the courses of study 
for the T. T. C., B. Ed. and M. Ed. Examinations of 1957. 

Resolved to recon line d that the courses of study for the 
T. T. C., B. Ed. and M. Ed. as suggested by the Faculty, be 
appioved. 

47 . With reference to Syndicate resolution No. S dated 
the 9th May 1955, the Council considered the report of the Legal 
Education Committee (appointed vide Syndicate resolution No. 4 
dated the 23rd November 1952), together with the recommenda- 
tions made by the Faculty of Law, held on the 30th January 1956 
and the 8th February 1956, 
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Resolved that the recommendations made by the Faculty 
with regard to Law courses and amendment of Ordinances and 
Regulations etc., in the light of the Legal Education Committee's 
report, together with all the implications involved in the new 
scheme, be examined by a Joint-committee of the Council and the 
Syndicate. The whole matter, with the report of this committee, 
be then put up before the Syndicate for a final decision. The

4. Shri B. D. Bhargava, Vice-Principal, 

Maharaja’s College, Jaipur. 

48 . The Council considered the recommendations of the 
Equivalence Committee held on the 25th January 1955 (Vide 
Appendix III). 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations made by 
the Equivalence Committee be accepted, 

49 . The Council considered the following proposals as 
contained in its resolution No. 4 passed by the Conference of the 
members of the University Teaching Departments Committee, 
Principals of Postgraduate Colleges, Heads of University 
Teaching Departments and Deans of the Medical and Enginee- 
ring Faculties, at its meeting held on the 7th May 1955 
(Proceedings of the Conference printed at page 677-680 of 
Volume XVI of Minutes). 

The Conference was generally in favour of introducing 
Honour’s courses and recommended that some provi- 
sions must be made to introduce the same. It was of 
the opinion that for a Regional University the only 
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workable scheme was that of Honours by two 
additional papers. The University would only give 
affiliation for Honours, when suitable arrangements 
for lectures, tutorial work, Library facilities etc. were 
available. A student taking an Honour's degree will 
be required to take his M A. after two years of study 
like other B. A’s. 

Resolved that the recommendations made by the Conference 
be referred to the Committee appointed under resolution No. 3 
with regard to re-organisation of University Education. 

50. The Council considered letter No. F. 3-14/54 (H) 
dated the 19th April 1955 from the Secretary, University Grants 
Commission, New Delhi, sending therewith a Note (Vide Appen- 
dix IV) on the subject ‘‘Question of improving the system of 
examinations in Indian Universities”, prepared at a meeting of 
the Commission held on April 3, 1955, and requesting the 
University to intimate the action taken by it in the matter. 

Resolved that the Commission’s note be circulated amongst 
the Principals of affiliated colleges. They be asked to examine 
carefully the suggestions made by the Commission and to send 
their suggestions to the Vice-Chancellor. A small committee 
be then appointed by the Vice-Chancellor to examine these 
suggestions and any other proposals and by pooling them 
together prepare the frame work of a few schemes for sub- 
mission to the Conference to be convened by the Inter-Umver- 
sity Board for the purpose. 

51. The Council considered the following suggestion made 
by the Indian Delegation to the 8th Regional Committee, WHO 
(World Health Organisation), held at Bandung (Indonesia) in 
September 1955, received from the Director of Medical and 
Health Services, Rajasthan, Jaipur, under his endorsement 
No. 18720 dated the 31st December 1955, for views of the 
University : — 

“Suggests that, wherever possible and in close 
cooperation with Ministries of Education, plans should 
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be made now which will look towards the inclusion, 
in the regular curricula of Higher Secondary Schools 
and of Universities, of courses in international health 
problems and international collaboration in their 
solution/ 1 

Resolved that the suggestion be noted, 

52. The Council considered the following resolution 
No. 25 (b) passed by the Standing Committee of the Inter- 
University Board of India at its meeting held at Patna on the 
24th January 1955, communicated by the Secretary, Inters 
University Board, vide his letter No. 4697-4728 dated the 12th 
March 1955:— 

Resolution No. 25 (6)~ 

The Standing Committee recommends that during 
the Uansitional period, migration at the end of first 
or third year of students from the Defence Academy 
to educational institution be facilitated by the 
Universities under the following conditions:—' 

( i ) The withdrawal of the candidate from the 
Defence Acadernv wishing to migrate to Univer- 
sity should not be on grounds of academic 
shortcomings or lack of discipline. 

( ii ) Each University may set up a suitable test or 
machinery to judge the educational attainment 
of the candidate as suggested in the Hhagwati 
Committee Report for the migration in genuine 
cases of candidates from one University, to 
another. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the Equivalence 
Committee. 

53. The Council considered the following resolution passed 
by the Fust AH India Conference and Seminar of Teachers of 
French, 1954 communicated by the Honorary Secretary of the 
Conference, Fergusson College, Poona-4, vide his letter dated 
the 5th March 1955:— , 
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“Universities should start evening classes in Frepch 
so as to enable all those who had not the opportunity 
of learning that language in their college courses to 
acquire at least the working knowledge. 1 * 

Resolved that since the question of instituting courses in 
French, German and Russian has already been referred to the 
University Education Reorganisation Committee under resolu- 
tion No. 11, the above suggestion be also referred to the same 
committee. 

54. The Council postponed consideration of the report of a 
bub-Cornmittee of the Indian Conference of Social Work 
Education, received from the Secretaiy, Inter-University Boaid 
of India, under his letter No. 640-72 dated the 4th June 1955, 
for views of the University on the same (Vide Appendix F). 

55. The Council considered the following proposal received 
fiom Shri S. R. Mital, Vice-Prmcipal, Birla College of Science 
and Commerce, Pilani, vide his letter No. B. C5-3 >55 dated the 
1st September 1955: — 

The following new Ordinance 167A be added: — 

A candidate who is eligible for admission to the 
Intermediate examination of the University and has 
passed the Intermediate Examination in English only 
under Ordinance 167, may -be exempted from 
appearing in English at the Intermed ate Examination. 
Candidates having availed of this concession, if 
declared successful, will not be placed in any 
division.” 

Resolved that the proposal be not accepted. 

56. The Council considered a resolution adopted by the 
Rajasthan Sahityakar Sammelan (communicated by the Secretary 
of the Sammelan vide his letter No. 105 dated the 9ch May 1955) 
requesting the University to patronise the study, research and 
publication in Rajasthani language and literature as done by 
other Universities in the case of their own regional languages. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 
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57 . The Council considered letter No. F. 1-60/55-D2 dated 
the 17th May 1955 from the Secretary to the Government of 
India, Ministry of Education, New Delhi, requesting the Univer- 
sity to sympathetically consider the following resolution No. 25 
adopted by the Seminar on the education of the blind, held at 
Mussorie in April 1955 : — 

“This Seminar recommends to the Universities and 
Secondary Boards that in view of the general condition 
and the status of the blind in India, blind persons 
taking up any examination be exempted from all fees, 
l. e. admission fees and charges for invigilators and 
writers.” 

In this connection, the Registrar reported the following 
resolution No. 12 passed by the Syndicate at its meeting held on 
the 1st October 1955 after considering a similar proposal subse- 
quently received from the Ministry of Education, Government of 
India, New Delhi : — 

“The Syndicate considered a letter No.F. 1-24/55 D-2 
dated the 27th August 1955 from the Ministry of 
Education, Government of India, New Delhi, forwar- 
ding a copy of letter No. NAB/G3964 dated the 16th 
August 1955, from the President, National Associa- 
tion for the blind students requesting for exemption 
of the blind students from payment of fees prescribed 
for admission to examinations and to recommend to 
affiliated colleges to grant freeship to all blind students 
studying in their colleges, in view of the high cost of 
education of blind students. 

Resolved that 

1. The Ministery of Education be informed that no 
exemption can be given from payment of fees 
prescribed by the University for admission to 
its examinations as it was likely to lead to 
complications. It was open to the Gor'ernment 
to give a corresponding relief to the blind students 
for the purpose. 
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2. A letter be addressed to the affiliated Colleges to 
inquire whether any blind students were studying 
in the colleges. 1 * 

Resolved that the Syndicate having already taken action in 
the matter, it be recorded. 

58. The Council considered a letter No. 296 dated the 
20th July 1955 from the Head of the University Department of 
Philosophy requesting that Philosophy be also included among 
the subjects which have been prescribed by the University in the 
qualifications of teachers for Social Studies at the Intermediate 
state. 

Resolved to recommend that Philosophy be added as one of 
the subjects in the minimum qualifications laid down by the 
University for teachers of Social Studies provided that a candidate 
had obtained his M.A. Degree in Philosophy with Ethics and 
Psychology. The minimum qualifications for teachers of Social 
Studies as laid down in O. 65 D be revised as follows: — 

*M. A. Second Division in either of the subjects 
History, Political Science, Economics, [ Sociology, 
Geography, Phdosophy (provided that a candidate 
had taken Ethics and Psychology for his M. A. in 
Philosophy, and B.A, or B.Com. Second Division with 
at least two of these subjects. 1 

59 With reference to its resolution No. 30 dated the 18th 
Februarj’ 1955* the Council recorded the following resolutions 
passed by the Syndicate at its meeting held on August 10 and 
November 5, 1955 in the same connection: — . 

(i) Resolution No. 16 dated the 10 th August i955:— 

With reference to its resolution No. 10 dated the 25th 
October 1954 the Registrar reported that the Rajasthan Govern- 
ment had agreed to observe the following holidays in the 
Government colleges affiliated to the University (vide their letter 
No. F. 10 (11) Edu-1-54 dated the 18th June 1955). 

Summer Vacations-lst May to 30th June, 
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Agricultural and Cooperative Credit and that Princi- 
ples of Cooperation be practised in elementary 
schools.” 

Resolved that the attention of the Universities be invited 
to the need for encouraging the study of Agricultural Economics 
and that the Government of India in the Ministry of Agriculture be 
requested to afford the necessary financial aid for Universities to 
implement the resolution. 

VII (2) — Considered the following resolution sponsored by the 
Indian Institute of Technology, Kharagpur, received 
through the Ministry of Education: — 

“Resolved that a basic course in Humanities be 
introduced for all under-graduate students of science 
and Technology at all Universities and Institutions 
of University level.” 

Retolved that the attention of the Universities be invited to 
the report of the joint committee which has recommended that 
Sociology, Industrial Relations, Industrial Economics, etc. be 
included in the scheme of studies for the Engineering degree and 
Technological courses. 

VII (3) — Considered the following resolution sent by the 
Director General of Archaeology, through the Ministry 
of Education : — 

“ Resolved that every University should introduce 
( 7 ) a diploma course in Archaeology of one year’s 
duration followed by field training for three months 
or so in excavation and/or conservation ; and 
(/V) a regular course of two year’s duration for 
Archaeology as a branch of M. A. or B. A. (Hens.) 
Indian History.” 

The Board commends the desirability of introducing a 
course of study in Archaeology either for a Diploma or Degree 
Standard ip the Universities depending upon the facilities 
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available, such as properly trained staff and other requisites, and 
wherever the Department of Archaeology is in a position to help 
the Universities concerned in the introduction of such courses. 

IX (l) — Considered the recommendations in paragraphs 39 
and *10 of the Report of the Planning Commission of 
the Government of India regarding higher education 
referred to by the Education Department of Madhya 
Pradesh . 

The Inter-University Board is of opinion that overcrowding 
of educational institutions is highly prejudicial to the maintenance 
of standards and regrets that m some Universities such over- 
crowding even in professional colleges has been permitted. The 
Board, however, reiterates the suggestion that has been made m 
the report of the Secondary Education Commission that over- 
crowding in Universities will continue so long as University 
qualifications are laid down as the minimum for recruitment to 
the lower grades of public services, where such qualifications are 
really not necessary. 

The Board does not agree with the suggestion that facilities 
should be given for appearance at University examinations, after 
private study, as it will be conducive to a still further lowering of 
standards. 

IX (2) — Reservation of seats in educational institutions, techni- 
cal and non-technical, for backward classes and 
relaxation of admission conditions. ( Ministery of 
Education ) 

The Board notes that at present it is the practice in all 
State Educational Institutions to reserve certain number of seats 
for backward classes. As regards the lowering of the standard, 
the Board is of opinion that the minimum requisite prescribed 
by tlie University should be complied with, and provided this is 
done, a certain amount of relaxation of standard of admission 
prescribed may be permitted to those who are defined as backward 
classes as laid down in the constitution. 
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IX (3) — Framing of uniform rules in the Universities for 
admission (Ministry of Education). 

The Board reiterates the following resolution passed 
at Cuttack: 

Resolved that while not desiring to recommend a minimum 
age before which no candidate should be allowed to appear for 
the Matric Exammatidn, the Board is of opinion that the 
minimum age for admission to postmatriculation class be 16 in 
the case of Universities which have a three year degree course 
and 15 in the case of those which have a two year Intermediate 
course followed by a two year degree course. 

Resolved to recommend that — 

(i) Resolution No. VII (l) be referred to the Board of 
Studies in Economics. 

( II ) Resolution No. VII (2) be referred to the Board of 
Studies in Engg. & Tech. 

( III ) Resolution No. VII (3) be referred to the Board of 
Studies in History and Archaeology. 

(iv) Resolutions Nos. IX ( 1 ), IX ( 2 ), and IX ( 3 ) be 
agreed to. 

63 . The Council confirmed the orders cf the Vice- 
Chancellor relaxing the duration of research or industrial experience 
from two years to one year, but the total teaching and research 
or industrial experience not to be less than 7 years, for purposes 
of recruitment of a Professor of Electrical Engineering in the 
M.B.M. Engineering College, Jodhpur, since it was reported by 
the Principal of the College that a person possessing the 
experience required by the University under Ordinance 65 (M) 
(i) was not available. 

64 . The Council considered whether an M.Sc. (II Division) 
in Agricultural Botany who has passed the B. Sc. Examination in 
Zoology, Botany and Chemistry in Second Division is qualified 
to teach General Science to Inter. Arts classes. 
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Resolved that the matter be referred for consideration to 
the Faculty of Science. 

65. The Council considered the application of Shri R. N. 
Verma for Study Leave. 

Resolved that a Committee consisting of the following 
persons be appointed to suggest Rules for Study Leave. The 
report of the committee be then put up before the Finance 
Committee for consideration: — 

1. Prof. M. V. Matliur. 

2. Shri K. R. R. Sastry. 

3. Shir K. L. Varma. 

4. Shri M. N. Tolani ( Registrar ). 

The application of Shri Verma cannot be entertained till 
Study Leave Rules are made. 

66. Resolved to recommend that Ordinance 167 be 
amended as follows in the light of the recommendations made by 
the Committee at its meeting held on July 20, 1954 and August 8, 
1955, as approved by the Syndicate vide its resolution No. 7 of 
the 31st July 195+ and No, 7 of the 1st October 1955: — 

0.167. Notwithstanding any thing contained in these Ordi- 
nances, (a) no candidate shall be admitted to an 
examination of the University unless he has passed 
the High School Examination of the University or 
the Intermediate Examination of the University or 
any other examination, recognised by the University 
as equivalent thereto, in all the compulsory and 
optional subjects ordinarily required for such an 
examination; provided that a candidate who has 
passed an Oriental Examination^ recognised for the

(li) A candidate who has passed the Vidyalankar 
and Vedalankar Examinations of the Gurukul Univer- 
sity, Kangri, may be allowed admission to the M.A.

Note:— 1. Candidates in order to pass the Intermediate or B A. 

Examinations in English only shall have to appear and 
pass in General English and English Literature botbj 
provided that in the cgpe of Universities where English 
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is only a compulsory subject and English Literature is 
not provided there separately as an optional subject also, 
candidates having passed in English only shall be deemed 
to have fulfilled the condition of passing in both Genera^

67* The Council considered the recommendations of the

Resolved that the system of re-examination of answerbooks 
as was originally intended be not introduced; and the existing 
practice in the matter of examinations be continued. 

68. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 6 dated 
the 23rd January, the Council considered whether any concession 
should be made if a suificient number of candidates were not 
available in first class for award of scholarship. 

Resolved that no change be made in the existing rules. 

69. The Council considered the following proposal of Dr. 
P. T. Paju, Head of the University Department of Philosophy, 
Jodhpiir, as contained in his letter No. 56 dated the 23rd January 
1956: — 

As it is an anomaly for those who studied Logic 
only in their Intermediate to be allowed to teach Logic 
at the Intermediate level, and in view of the fact that 
Logic is progressing, only those who have both Logic 
and Psychology in their M-A., either as optional or as 
compulsory subjects should be appointed as teachers 
of Logic and Ps} f chology for the Intermediate and 
Multipurpose schools, and the Degree colleges,*’ 
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Resolved to recommend that the suggestion made by Dr. 
Raju be accepted for future entrants. 

70 . The Council considered the recommendation of the 
Library Committee made at its meeting held on the 10th 
Febuary 1956 {V ide Appendix VII). 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendation made by 
the Library Committee be accepted.

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APPENDIX I 

(Ref. Academic Council Res . No. 3 of Feb* 13 , 1956). 

A joint meeting of the University Grants Commission and 
the Inter-University Board was held at Aligarh on 18th 
January. A note circulated by the University Grants Commi* 
ssion was the basis of the discussion. The following main points 
of policy were agreed to : — 

1. Three year Degree course : The Commission had stressed ' 
the urgency of taking early steps to introduce the three-year 
degree course It was, however, pointed out that all the Univer- 
sities could not proceed at the same rate. The difficulties were 
specially great for the regional Universities which had to make 
large organisational as well as financial adjustments. It was 
agreed that such Universities required more time than unitary or 
federal Universities. 

2. With regard to the matter of financial loss or increased 
expenditure Shri Humayun Kabir, Acting Chairman, Grants 
Commission and Secretary to the Central Ministry of Education, 
informed the Vice-Chancellors that provision was being for 
substantial grants to the various State Governments for purposes 
of reorganisation and development of University Education during 
the second plan period. The Centre would exercise supervision 
to see that funds allotted for this purpose are not diverted to 
other channels. It was necessary however that States should 
contribute a matching grant in order to obtain grants from the 
Centre. 

3. With regard to the Intermediate Colleges and their future 
status, the Central Government had requested every State 
Government to set up a Committee consisting of a representative 
of the State Government, the Vice-Chancellor or Vice-Chancellors 
of Universities concerned, and the Chairman of the Secondary 
Education Board. This Committee should recommend: — 

{( i ) the upgrading of certain Intermediate colleges to Degree 
Colleges, or 

(6) the conversion of such colleges into multi-purpose Higher 
Secondary Schools. 

4. With regard to the future entrants to professional colleges, 
it wa® felt that there should be one year of pre-professional course 
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after the Higher Secondary School Certificate or after the Pre- 
University Course for present matriculates. The question as 
to whether this ‘course should be provided in wthe professional 
colleges or in the Degree colleges Bhould be left to the decision 
of the University and the State Government, It was urged that 
admission to Buoh Pre-University courses should be allowed on 
a purely eelootive basis and the numbers admitted should not 
be more than 20% of the intake of the professional colleges, 

5. Prof. Kabir also indicated that the Central Advisory 

Board had now reoommended that the process of conversion of 
High Schools to Higher Secondary Schools should not bo so fast 
as had been originally intended. Much greater supervision will be 
exercised to see that satisfactory conditions by way of accom- 
modation, staff and equipment were provided before a High 
School was upgraded. 

Prof. Kabir indicated that liberal grants will be available 
for the improvement of Libraries and laboratories. It was agreed 
that the requirements of different Universities stood on different 
basis. While some had University Departments in almost all 
subjects, others had very few or none. Priority should be given 
to the more needy of the Universities so that they could develop 
post-graduate teaching both in Science and in Arts under Uni- 
versity supervision. 

It was stated that the Grants Commission has constituted 
two Committees-one for the maintenance of standards in the 
Indian Universities, and the other to examine the problem of 
medium of instructions at the University stage. 

Various other matters were also discussed, a summary of 
which is given in paras 4, o and 6 of the Grants Commission’s Note.

UNIVERSITY GRANTS COMMISSION.

Dated 3rd April, 1955. 
Item 10 : To consider the question of improving the system of 

examinations in Indian Universities. 

There is general agreement that the preBent Bystem o£ 
evaluating the vrork of University students through public exami- 
nations alone ia unsat isfactory. It is also generally felt that the 
present connection between University examinations and employ- 
ment is a contributory cause to the unsatisfactory character of 
our University examinations. The University Education Commi- 
ssion, 1048, had recommended that greater use Bhould be made of 
intelligence and achievement Jtests and credit given for the class 
work done by the students. They had recommended that suitable 
objective tests should be developed. Pending the development 
of such objective tests they had recommended among other 
things that— 

( i J a University degree should not be required for Go vernmen t 
administrative services, 

(if) credit should be given for class work to the extont of 
- 1/3 of the marks allotted to each subject, 

(Jit) the mental strain of the students should bo reduced by 
periodical examinations spread over the throe years’ 
duration and not subjecting to one examination nfc 
the end of the period all tho wor/c done in the three 
years, and 

( 72 ) the standards for success in examinations should, os far 
as possible, be uniform in the various Universities and 
should be raised. 

No definite steps have yofc been taken to act upon the 
recommendations of the University Education Commission and 
the position continues to be unsatisfactory. It is understood that 
the Inter-University Board at its last mooting suggested that a 
otudy group or seminar may be organised for studying the question 
further. The University Grants Commission may consider what 
action it coxild take in bringing about a Toform in the examination 
system in our Universities.

My dear 

In this fifth letter in the series on school discipline I wish 
to place before you some suggestions for the reform of examinations. 
You are aware of the various evil effects of an undue emphasis on 
examinations at varioue levels. Such over-emphasis has tended 
to retard the initiative of the teacher, stereotype the curriculum, 
encourage mechanical and lifeless methods of teaching, discourage 
the spirit of experimentation and generally place the stress on wrong 
or unimportant things. It is hardly necessary for me to point to 
other undesirable features of this undue stress on examinations. 
Intended primarily to measure the academic attainment of 
students, examinations do not test the other aspects of their 
development. The examiners often forget that the school of today 
is concerned not only with intellectual pursuits but also with the 
* emotional and social development of the child, his physical and 
mental health, his social adjustment, in a word, with the all round 
development of his personality If examinations are to bo of real 
value, they must take into consideration this new outlook and 
attempt to assess the all round progress of the examinee. 

2, Even as a test of intellectual attainment, the validity of 
the present pattern of examinations has been widely questioned. 
It has been repeatedly pointed out, for instance, that the present 
method of examining it by means of essay-type questions has 
obvious limitations, as the evaluation depends on too many 
subjective factors. The likes and dislikes of the examiner, the 
chance selection of topics of preparation by the examinee and the 
elegance of the style may have a decisive influence on the results. 
These examinations cannot therefore be relied upon as an accurate 
test oven in their own limited field. 

3. The undue emphasis on the final examination has other and 
even more undesirable effects. In the brochure on ‘Student 
Indiscipline’ I have discussed them at somo length and would in 
this letter morely point out that as a result of such undue emphasis, 
the pupils tend to neglect their work throughout the year. Since 
their future will be largely determined by the final examination 
without regard to what they may ha,ve done during the whole year, 
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they place all their hopes in passing the examination. They there- 
fore cram for the last few months or "weeks, and sometimes do a 
permanent damage to their health. Because they do not study 
steadily throughout the year, they lose the habit of continuous 
and sustained work* What is even worse, they are at times tempted 
to resort to unfair practices to make up the shortcomings of lack 
of work for the whole year. One of the basic causes of student 
indiscipline can be traced to this unsatisfactory attitude towards 
the final examination, 

4. If these and allied defects of the examination system are to 

be removed, the following reforms should be urgently carried out ; 

(u) The number of external examinations should be cut down 
to the minimum. Attention is particularly invited to the 
recommendation - of the Secondary Education Commission 
that there should be only one public examination to indicate 
the completion of the school course (vide p. 151 of the 
Secondary Education Commission Report), 

(t>) A reasonable proportion of marks — at least about 20%- 
in the Secondary School Leaving Certificate Examination 
should bo reserved for the olass work done by the pupil 
during the last two years of his school life. The cumulate© 
record at the end of each quarter may be sent to the Board 
of Secondary Education, or the Directorate (depending on 
who conducts the S S, L C. Examination) and may ? be 
tabulated thoro so that the marks can be added to those 
obtained in the examination itself, I have already 
forwarded a recommendation on these linos to the Vice- 
Chanoel.ors of Universities And Chairmen of Boards of 
Secondary Education. I hope you will now kindly pursue 
the matter with the authorities concerned and ensure that 
the proposal is put into effect without undue delay. I must 
also make it clear that this is in addition to the Prime 
Minister’s suggestion that the proposed changes in the 
examination system should first be confined to internal 
examinations in schools and colleges. 

(c) Within the school itself, the emphasis on one all important 
annual examination should bo roduced Some schools 
have already abandoned such examinations and achieved 
good results. Thoy have introduced periodical, weekly 
and monthly tostB for purposes of promotion. One sj T 8tem 
which keeps an effective check on work throughout the 
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year is to have two terminal examinations in addition to 
the annual examination. A total made up of 30% of the 
marks obtained in the first terminal, 40% of those in the 
second terminal and 60% of those in the annual gives the 
final evaluation for the year. 

(d) In fact, neither the external nor the internal examination, 
Bingly or jointly, con give a complete picture of a pupil's 
all round progress at any stage of education. For this 
purpose, a proper syBtem of school records should be 
maintained indicating for every pupil the work done by 
him in sohool from day to day, month to month, term to 
term and from year to year. As an example of a good 
record form for use in schools, reference may be made to 
the Ministry’s pamphlet No. 156 (School Record) which is 
based on work done by the National Foundation for 
Educational Research in England and the National 
Committee on Cumulative Records appointed by the U. S. 
Office of Education. The U. S. A. Record form is elaborate 
and detailed and may not be feasible for us due to the 
general lack of experience of our teachers and the non-avai- 
. lability of reliable measures of psychological attributes* 
There is, however, nothing to prevent us from introducing 
simple cards for recording information on the most salient 
aspects of child’s development and this is what the 
pamphlet mentioned above seeks to provide. With some 
‘modifications here and there, it would / I feel prove suitable 
for use in schools throughout India. 

(c) I would also suggest that the subjective element, which is 
unavoidable in the present purely essay type examination, 
should be reduced by introducing side by side certain 
objective tests of attainments. Objective tests have also 
their drawbacks, for they may sometimes be a test of 
memory and information rather than of judgment of 
powers of reasoning. It is precisely in these fields that 
the essay-type of examination, if judiciously used, has 
certain advantages. It cannot however be accepted as the 
only valid method of meosuring achievement. One of its 
greatest disadvantages is that it gives undue weight to 
verbal facility in which so many individual differences 
exist.

The following is the report of the deliberations of the Sub- 
committee:— 

I. The Sub-Committee on tho "Place of Social Sciences in 

Social Work Education 7 ’ adopted, at the outset, a frame of reference 
or its deliberations. The members felt that it was necessary to 
give thought to the nature of the relationship between social work 
and social sciences before assessing tho contribution that social 
sciences could make to social work education. 

The Committee was unanimously of the view that a 
knowledge of various social sciences was essential for the proper 
understanding of the individual and of human society and their 
relationship, which were the primary concorn of the social worker* 
This is not a platitude as it may sound because there is a school of 
thought which holds that social work only demands a certain 
mental and emotional attitude and a background of scientific 
knowledge is not really essential. The Committee was of the 
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opinion that the findings of the social sciences had a significant 
bearing on the efficiency and proper organisation of practical social 
W“ork. While thus acknowledging the debt of social work to the 
social scienoes, the Committee emphasized that professional social 
vrork has evolved and is evolving its own goals, techniques and 
content which are not extensively based on social sciences but 
have drawn upon other fields of knowledge like the humanities and 
some of the natural sciences. It was further pointed out that the 
effective practice of social work depended as much on the aptitude 
of the worker as on the use of specific techniques This raises social 
work practice to the position of an act for which the guidance 
provided by social sciences is useful but not by itself sufficient. 
Thus while stressing the role of social sciences, the Committee 
recognised that the basic inspiration for social work must be drawn 
largely, as had been the case in the past, from ethical and reli- 
gious sources and the heard as well aa the mind must pay atten- 
tion to the work. 

In view of the significant part played by the social 
sciences in the practice of social work, the Committee agreed that 
the teaching of social sciences should form an integral and impor- 
tant part of social work education. This is all the more necessary 
because, at present, the undergraduate courses of study do not 
generally provide adequate grounding in the social sciences The 
task of social work education and of instructors in Schools of 
Social Work, therefore, becomes two-fold. It has, on the one 
hand, to provide the basic content of the social sciences and, on 
the other, to orient this content to the special needs of social work 
practice. This necessitates the careful and intelligent shifting of 
the content of the social sciences, their integration with one 
another so far as possible and with the requirements of social 
work practice. The problem, therefore, is not merely one of 
incorporating social science content into the curriculum but of 
selection from the point of view of significance and relevance to 
the objective in view. An attempt should be made to avoid over- 
loading and to guard against the dangers of excessive specialisa- 
tion and the emphasis should be placed on proper and effective 
assimilation so that knowlodgo may pass into intelligent practice. 

After having broadly defined the relationship between eocinl 
sciences and social work, the Committee next directed its attorn 
tien to tlio question of the specific social ecienco content that 
should form a part of social work education. The Committeo did 
not consider it feasible, within the time at its disposal, to make an 
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exhaustive list of the specific ooncepts derived from the several 
social soiences which should be included in the syllabus of social 
work education. By way of illustration and to indicate the line of 
approacch, it would like.to point out that amongst the important 
concepts derived from the social sciences that w«re basic to social 
work are (i) the “holistic” approach to the study of social prot>- 
loms, (ii) a recognition of the relativity of cultural norms, (iii) a 
study of the reconditioning of individual personality through 
cultural environmental factors and (iv) awareness of the relation 
between modern technological development and other social 
phenomena, which involve a tremendous widening of the scope of 
individual-group relationship. It was, however, agreed that care- 
ful study and thought should be givon to this problem before we 
could satisfactorily dofino the social science content of social work 
education and that this work should be done by the faculty members 
of schools of social work in co-operation with suitablo social 
scientists. 

3* The committee then proceeded to discuss the difficulties 

of Bocinl science teaching in Schools of Social Work. Those difficul- 
ties consisted of (a) the paucity of time available for social science 
teaching during the two-years training preiod, (b) the difficulty of 
employing full time teachers in each of the social sciences in 
Schools of Social Work, and (c) tho problems of adjustment of 
social scientists to the special needs and problems in Schools of 
Social Work. These problems of adjustment stem largely from (i) 
tho lack of clarity regarding tho respective roles of sooiol work 
and social science teachers (ii) the divergence to some extent of 
their respective approaches and values, and (iii) the difficulty 
relating to their effective participation in field-work supervision. 
After discussing these difficulties and problems, tho Committee 
arrived at the following general conclusions, 

i. Ideally, teachers of the social sciences in a School of 
Social Work should bo persons who have adequate qualifications 
both in social sciences and social work, 

ii. Since it wns not possiblo to staff all Schools with such 
teachers possessing both types of qualifications, it was agreed that 
tho next best alternative was tho employment of such social scionco 
teaohors as had adequate qualifications in their respective subjects 
and had acceptable social work exp f *rionco, “Acceptable” may 
sound to bo rather a vaguo term but tho implication is that tho 
appointing authorities and selection committees should assess the 
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nature and the type of field experience possessed by the candidates 
with reference to the work that they will have to do. It was, how- 
ever, the view of a majority of members that such teachers should 
not teach social work subjects nor should they supervise the field- 
work of students. Some members, on the other ’hand, expressed 
the view that social science teachers, with adequate social work 
experience, should be given the opportunity to participate in and 
supervise the field-work of students, which will, incidentally, 
enable them to do theii* teaching work more forcefiilly and 
realistically. 

4. Once the importance of social sciences for social work 

education has been accepted, it becomes important to see how new 
trends and developments in the social science^ can be progressively 
incorporated in sooial work practice. For this purpose, the 
Committee recommended the following two measures : 

(?) The provision of a forum where Bocial workes and social 
scientists could meet occasionally to exchange their 
knowledge and experience. 

(??) The production of literature which will maintain and 
foster proper relationship between social sciences and 
social work and bring newer developments in the field of 
social sciences to the knowledge of students as well as 
traiued sooial workers in the field. In this connection, 
the need for promoting the development of materials 
relating to Indian conditions was stressed and it was 
pointed out that this literature should include short 
folderB, brochures, reports, etc., which could be studied 
easily by the busy workers in the field also. The lead in 
this work must necessarily be taken by the members of 
the Faculty in the Schools of Social Work.

Minutes of a meeting of the Committee appointed by , the 
Syndicate vide its resolution No. 2 of March 12, 1955, to examine 
the question of re-examination of answer-books. * 

The second meeting of the Committee appointed by- the 
Syndicate vide its resolution No. 2 of the 12th March 1935, to 
examine the question of re-examination of answer-books, was held 
on the 24th January 1956 at 12-30 p. m. at the University Office at 
which, besides the Vice-Chanoellor and the Registrar* the Deans of 
the Faculties of Science, Commerce, Law and Medicine were prosent 

1. The entire question was disoussed and the feeling of the 
Committee was that, at this stage, no radical change be made. 

2. The Committee, however, favoured that the question of 
improving the present Bystem of examinations should be kept 
prominently in mind. The Vice-Chancellor stated that at the 
Inter-University Board meeting it was decided that all the Univer- 
sities be addressed on the subject and asked to try certain pilot 
experiments for improvement in the methods of examination. The 
Inter-University Board will hold a Conference next year to which 
some international experts will also be invited where the various 
suggestions based on actual experiments carried out by different 
Universities as well as the practice prevailing in other countries 
will bo examined and suggestions made for general improvement 
in the system. 

3. The question of the method of marking of sessional work 
was also discussed. It was felt that the present system was 
unsatisfactory in so-far-as no continuous record was kept of the 
sessional work. The Committee was of the opinion that the 
sessional work should be marked at the end of each torm ( i o. 
quarterly } and the marks given should be sent through the Princi- 
pal of the college concerned or the Head of University Department 
to the Registrar for record in the office. At tho time of the final 
assessment, regular note-books and other work done by the 
candidates should be sent to tho External Examiner and his 
opinion on the marking of the Internal Examiner asked for. 

4. Prof, M. V. Mathur stressed the importance of sessional 
and tutorial vyork in Arts subjects at tho Post-graduate stage 
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and suggested that 20% marks be reserved for such work. The 
Committee was, however, of the opinion that at the present stage 
it may not be desirable to modify our existing regulations but that 
the University Department of Economics in particular and other 
institutions teaching post-graduate Arts classes, may start an 
experiment of maintaining a record of sessional work. The data 
thus collected will be compared with the final attainments of the 
candidates in the Annual Examination and on the basis of this 
further steps may be taken. 

5. Col Kasliwal pointed out that while in Engineering and 

Science subjects, some credit was given for sessional work, at 
present no credit for sessional work was given at the Medical 
Examinations. He suggested that 15% marks of the Practical 
Examination be reserved for sessional work. The Committee 
approved of this id prfncfpfe. 

The Committee resolved that the recommendations of this 
committee be placed before the Academic Council.

It should, however, 
be seen that he pays back the whole money together with interest 
before he retires. 

18. The Syndicate considered a letter No. 441-6 4456 dated 
the 13th February 1956 from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board of India, informing that at its last meeting held at Aligarh, 
the Board, with a view to securing uniformity of standards in 
Veterinary Science in Universities, appointed a sub-committee 
consisting of Principals of certain Veterinary colleges, including 
the Rajasthan college to go into the whole question of the courses 
of studies, schemes of examinations, etc.; and requesting the 
University to depute at its own expense the Principal or any 
other member of the staff of the Veterinary college to attend the 
meeting on the date and at a p^ace to be announced later. 

Resolved that Major A. C. Aggarwala, Principal, Rajasthan 
Veterinary College, Bikaner, be deputed to attend the meeting of 
the Committee appointed by the Inter-University Board. He be 
paid bis T. A. by the University at the rates prescribed for 
members. 

19. The Syndicate considered a letter No. 4472-4504 dated 
the 14th Februaiy 1956 from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board of India, requesting the University to nominate and send 
at its own expense the Head of the department of Commerce or 
any other member of the Faculty to attend the meeting of the 
heads of commerce departments in the Universities, to be 
convened by the Board in terms of the following resolution of 
the Board passed at its last meeting held at Aligarh in January 
1956;— 

‘‘Resolved that in view of the re-organised courses of 
studies in the Universities, where such Faculty exists, 
be invited to go into the question of maintaining 
uniformity of standards and mutual recognition of the 
B. Com. degree and to draw up a scheme for the three 
year degree course in Commerce so that a certain 
amount of uniformity may be attained in the different 
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Universities, and to submit 'a preliminary report to the 
Board, and that the Universities be requested to meet 
the travelling' and halting allowances of the heads of 
the department concerned for attending the meeting”. 

Resolved that the Dean of the Faculty of Commerce be 
nominated to attend the meeting of the Committee appointed by 
the Inter-University Board. He be paid his T. A. by the Univer- 
sity at the rates prescribed for members. 

20 . The Syndicate considered a letter No. 4342-4374 dated 
the 10th February 1956 from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board of India, requesting that the suggestions with regard to 
the classification of successful candidates at different examinations, 
as envisaged in the following resolution of the Board passed at 
its last Aligarh meeting held in January 1955, be favourably 
considered by the University and adopted in regard to candidates 
joining for the several courses from the academic year 1956-57 : 

M Resolved that : The Inter-University Board is of 
opinion that this is a question which should largely be 
left to individual Universities to consider, but would 
however suggest to the Universities that it is necessary 
to have a fairly high percentage, not less than 60% for 
a First class, that they may consider the possibility of 
having two classes only for post-graduate qualifica- 
tions, and that the possibility of using symbolic repre- 
sentation for the classes awarded may ba considered 
by the Universities for the different examinations : — 

(A) to represent First class, 60% or over. 

(B) plus to represent Second class, 55% and over but 
lesss than 60%. 

(B) to represent Second class, 50% and over but less 
than 55%. 

(C) plus to represent Third class, 4 s r »% and over but 
less than 50%. 

(C) to represent Third class 40% and over but less 
than 45%, 
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Distinctions will bo given in any subject for those

Resolved that the reports of the referees recommending the 
award of the Ph. D. degree be accepted and degree of Ph. D, be 
awarded to Shri Mithan Lai Mathur on the thesis submitted 
by him. 

22. The Sjmdicate confirmed the action taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor in — 

(i) allowing T. A. by road from Jhunjhunu to Dudwa- 
khera and back, to Shri N. L. Gupta, Principal Seili 
Motilal Inter. College, Jhunjhunu, since the journey 
by train was longer and very inconvenient, Shri Gupta 
undertook the journey to inspect Saraswati Girls* 
Middle School, Dudwakhera. 

(li) extending hospitality to Prof. P. E. Dustoor of the 
Allahabad University (accompanied by his wife) who 
vas invited to deliver an extension lecture at the 
Maharaja's College, Jaipur and the Dungar College 
Bikaner. 

(iii) sanctioning T. A. to Shri S. N. Gupta (an expert called 
from Calcutta to advise the Building Committee) from 
Jaipur to Calcutta, via Delhi, which is a longer route 
on the ground that travelling by shorter route, viz. 
via Agra, was very inconvenient to Shri Gupta. 

23. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 19 dated 
the 25th October 1954, the Registrar reported the receipt of letter 
No. D6585/55/F1I (I0S) Edu-55 dated the 9th April, 1955 from 
the Education Secretary, Rajasthan Government, Jaipur, 
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forwarded by the Principal, Law College, Jaipur, vide his endorse- 
ment No. 250/E 1 3 dated the 11th April 1955, communicating 
the sanction of the Governmet to the retirement of Shri Girja 
Prasad, Head Clerk, University Law College, from the 7th July 
1953. The Syndicate confirmed the action taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor in taking over the services of Shri Girja Prasad 
petmanently in the Uni vers* ty with effect from the same date 
viz. 7th July 1953, and allowing him the benefit of Provident 
Fund from the same dateand fixing his pay at Rs. 132 /- p. m. in 
the grade of Rs. 100- 8-1S0-10 -220 with effect from the 26th 
Sept. 1953 (the date of his annual increment in the old grade). 

24. The Syndicate considered a letter No. 183 3/G-l -128 
dated the 24th February 1955 from Shri K. L. Varma, Principal, 
Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, regarding non-availability of the 
Intermediate General Science book. It was also reported that 
the Social Studies book too had not been available to the students 
till January 1956. 

The Syndicate viewed with disappointment the undue delay 
caused in bringing out the two books and resolved that the fact 
be borne in m*nd when the question of the appointment of paper- 
setters in the subjects of General Science and Social Studies fcr 
the Intermediate Examinations of 1957 is taken up. 

25. With reference to its resolution No. 31 dated the 23rd 
January 1956, the Syndicate considered letter dated 29th February 
1956 from Shri K. L. Bordia, Headmaster, Vidyabhawan, 
Udaipur and author of the book ‘Samajik Cyan* (text-book on 
Social Studies) published by the University for the High School 
classes, submitting details of the portions of the book ‘Samajtk 
Gyan* which he wants to use in his new publication, and con- 
firming that the permission, if given by the University would be 
duly acknowledged b3 r him. 

Resolved that the Vice-Chancellor might examine the case 
and pass necessary orders thereon. 

26. The Registrar put up for clarification the matter of 
granting half freeships to the students of the Economics Depart- 
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ment slating that the Head of the department had been reco- 
mmending half freeships @10% freeships or 20% half freeships, 
while the Syndicate vide its resolution No 13, dated the 10th 
August 1950 had resolved that two half freeships be given to 
the students of the Economics Department every year. 

The Syndicate recorded that the former decision for 
granting two half-freeships only was given when the Department 
had only one M. A, Previous class, and confirmed the grant of 
half freeships on the basis of 10% freeships. 

27. The Syndicate examined the case of admission to the 
Inter. Science Examination of 1956 of Miss Kamlesh Dua 
( as requested by her father-Shri Krishan Dev Dua, P. W. I. , 
Kotah ) who was granted provisional admission to the Second 
year class in Government College Kota subject to the production 
of qualifying certificate and transfer certificate. 

Resolved that in view of the fact that her admission did not 
conform to the requirements of the University, u e. as she had 
not passed the Matriculation Examination of the Punjab Univer- 
sity in five subjects, her admission to a college in this Univer- 
sity was irregular and she could not be allowed to sit for the 
Intermediate Science Examination. 

Resolved furt her that provisional admission be in future 
granted sparingly and in no case a provisional admission be 
allowed to extend beyond 15th September. If a candidate does 
not submit the necessary documents before this date, his admi- 
ssion be cancelled, except in special circumstances, where the 
Vice-Chancellor may extend the date if he is satisfied with the 
reasons of delay. A circular to the above effect be addressed to 
all Principals requesting them to be very careful in all cases 
of admission. In the present case the Principal of the Govt. 
College, Kota be informed that the Syndicate viewed with concern 
the negligence of the Principal’s office in not calling for the 
qualifying certificate from Miss Dua, earlier.

(2) Dr. Deoraj Upadhyaya, Lecturer, S. M. K. College, Jodhpur, 
for publication grants, together with the opinion of the 
Vice-Chancellor with regard to the suitability of the thesis 
submitted by the applicants for the award of the Ph. D. degree 
for which they request for a publication grant. 

Resolved to rccommz id that a publication grant of Rs. 1500/- 
or half of the actual cost of printing the thesis, whichever is less, 
be given to each of the two applicants, on the usual conditions. 

4 . The Board considered a D. O. letter dated the 27th 
December 1955 from Dr. N. N. Godbole of the Commerce and 
Industrial Department, Government of Rajasthan, requesting that 
a grant of Rs. 1500/- be sanctioned tc him by the University so 
as to enable him to publish a full-fledged thesis on the subject of 
Salt Deposits at Sambhar Lake etc. 

Resolved that since the University had already subsidised 
the publication of a brochure in which the theory of Dr. Goldbole 
was printed, it is regretted that this University is unable to give 
any further grant in this connection. He should now ask the 
Rajasthan Government for financing it, or if he liked, he might 
send his complete manuscript to the University which would 
consider whether it could be printed in the University Studies. 

5 . The Board considered letter No. 3239/Dic. dated the 
2nd January 1956 from M/s. Prasad Prakashan, 689/24 Sadashiv 
Poona-2, requesting the University to sanction a liberal grant 
towards the compilation and publication by them, of the revised 
and enlarged edition of the well known Sanskrit English 
Dictionary, originally compiled by the late Principal V. S. Apte 
in 1S90. The publication would cost in all, approximately 
Rs. 1,50,000/- (including editing, printing and office charges), 
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and would go to fulfil a long-felt need of the readers of Sans- * 
krit classical and Vedic Literature not only in India but also in 
the foreign countries.

N. B. — Examiners arc requested to go through t lio following instructions carefully* 

Receipt of answer books. 

1. As soon as the answer-books are received by the examiners, 
they should kindly check the number received with the Absentee 
statement received with the answer-books; and acknowledge their 
receipt to the Registrar on the printed letter sent herewith, 
noting the Roll Nos. of absentees on the back. The letter of 
acknowledgment bo Bent in the coloured self-addressed envelope 
of the Registrar supplied herewith. If any answer-books are sent 
to an examiner by mistake, he should please return them to the 
Registrar direct by name. The date of receipt of answer-books be 
also given in the letter of acknowledgment. 

2. In case, t-he parcel of answer-books is not received by an 
examiner, say within 10 days of the setting of the paper (pro- 
gramme of examination sent herewith) he should inform the 
Registrar by wire, after making necessary enquiries at the Railway 
Luggage office (ns well as at the Post Office, if the number of 
auewer-book8 is Bmall). Local examiners will kindly make it 
convenient to come to the University office on the seventh day 
from tho date on which the question paper is given to the candi- 
dates at the oentres, as per examination programme sent herewith, 
to take delivery of their respective packets of answer-books. 
They will also please bring with them the appointment letter to 
facilitate delivery of the packets. 

Safe custody of Answer-books. 

3. Before commencing the work, the answer books be plesso 
arranged in serial order, and all answer-books be kept under lock 
and key when they aro not being assessed. 

Procedure for examining Answer-books. 

4. In a paper in which there is more than one examiner, the 
Pnper-setter acts as the Hoad Examiner and others as Co-examiners 
for purposes of co-ordination and uniform standard of marking. 

1 There are additional Head Examiners in each of the fivo 
compulsory subjeots and some of the optional subjects, Tho addi* 
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tional Head Examiners will act as the head examiners for the co- 
examiners put under them. The Head Examiner and the additional 
head examiners will meet together immediately after the question 
paper is set for the purpose of setting their standard of marking the 
answer kooks and preparing instructions to be issued to the co- 
examiners and determining the ways and means of achieving co- 
ordination. After this has been done they will proceed with the 
works and send instructions and model anBwer-books to the 
respective co-examiners put under them. 

5. The Head-Examiner having six or less co-examiners shall 
send five answer books assessed by him along with written instruc- 
tions to indicate his standard of marking and proper distribution 
and spacing of marks, to every co-examiner within three days of 
his having received the first parcel of answer-books. In cose he has 
more than six co-examiners he will be allowed five days for sending 
5 model answer books and instructions to each of his co-examiners. 
He shall inform the Registrar as to the date ho despatched instruc- 
tions and model answer-books to his co-exominers, and shall also 
send him a copy of the instructions. The model answer books 
should, qb far as possible, be representative of all calibre of candi- 
dates, failure, third, second and first divieioners. The co-examiners 
shall adjust, as far as possible, their standards of marking to those 
of their head-examiners. When sending inodols, the Head Exami- 
ners will keep with them a copy of the marks awarded. 

6. Co-oxaminors will please immediately start assessing the 
answer books on receipt of instructions and model answer-books 
from head-examiners and shall follow the instructions conveyed to 
thorn. To verify that they have followed the instructions, and with 
a view to determine whether the standard aimed at has boon 
attained, they will assess ten answer-books and send them {in scaled 
registc) cd packet ) within two days for re-examination to the head 
examiner who will signify his approval or dissent by wire within 
three days of the receipt of answer books in case ho has Bix or less 
co-oxaminors and within five days in case he has more co-exami- 
ners In case of dissent, fresh instructions will, if necessary, be 
despatched to the co-examiner concerned within the same time 
limit, as mentioned above. Whon Bending answer-books for Head- 
Examiner's approval, tho co examiner will keep with him a copy of 
the marks awarded. Ho ehall communicate to the Head Examiner, 
when sending the models, the total number of answer-booKS- Roll 
Number wise, received by him for marking. 
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7. A co-examiner who does not get instructions and for 

model answer-books from the head-examiner withm 15 days from 
the date the paper was set, or if the Head Examiner does not get

books more in two further instalments of ten and five each from 
his co-examiners, not necessarily in serial order. The head- 
examiners are free to call for more answer-books from any co- 
examiner, if they deem it necessary for their satisfaction. 

9. The head-examiner shall see that uniformity of standard 

is maintained by all hiB co-examinera. To achieve thiB end, he 
may issue fresh instructions to any or all of his co-examiners, 
from time to time. But when he changes the award of marks given 
by any co-examiner as a result of re-examining the answer books, 
he shall inform the co-examiner concerned and the Registrar with 
reasons for change of award; and if the eo*examiner disagrees 
with the head-examiner, he shall inform the Registrar with his 
reasons, who would then refer the matter to the Vice-Chancellor. 
All changes in marks should be entered on the answer-books and 
in foil and counterfoil concerned and be initialled by the examiner 
doing the corrections. 

Iso change in marks is to bo made after the foils and counter-foils have 
oon espateked to the Tabulators Only in very spocial cases should the Hoad Examiners 
request the Tabulators to change the marks Tilth adequate reasons, under intimation to 
the Registrar. 

maximum and minimum marks in your paper are 
given in the printed letter sent herewith. 

The minimum percentage of marks required for a pass in 
the first, seoond and third divisions is 60, 45 and 33, respectively in 
the aggregate. Marks will be allotted on the basis of the maximum 

marks assigned to the question pa'per and not on any arbitrary 
standard. 

Noting of marks on the answer-books. 

13. (a) The examiner should please note in logible figures in 

each answer-book against each answer, the number of marks he 
allots to it. Simultaneously with this, he should also note the 
marks for each answer in the appropriate column on the cover 
of tho answer book. If there are (a), (5), (c) parts under any 
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question and separate marks are assigned to them they should be 
entered on the cover ns under: —

The above should be done very carefully and oheolced 
twice, so that no mistake may occur in totalling or entering the 
marks. Any answer which deserves no mark should not be passed 
over unmarked but a zero should be down against it. This is 
required to facilitate the work of scrutiny and re checking. If a 
candidate has used more than one answer book marks should be 
entered in the appropriate column on the cover of the first answer- 
book, for those answers also which have been written on second 
or subsequent answer*books. After the marking is finished, the 
examiner should put his initials on the cover of the answer book 
at the place provided for the purpose. 

(6) No fraction should be entered in the roll list, but if 
there be a fraction in the total of the marks assigned, it should be 
increased to the next whole number. For example, if a candidate 
gets 27J or 27J marks, it should be entered as 28 in the roll list and 
answer*book. 

(c) Corrections or alterations in the marks must bo initialled 
by tho examiner. 

(tf) Candidates have beon given option of using Hindi, Urdu 
or Sindhi medium for answering question papers in all subjects

If the examiner does not know a language in which answers 
have been written by a candidate, he may mark tho answor books 
with the help of a reliable local person knowing that langungo, 
under intimation to this office. If it is not possible, these answer 
books be returned to tho Registrar by name immediately with o . 
separate covering lettor. 

12, Examiners are requested to see both sidos of written pageB 

of the answer*boks as candidates are required to write on both 
sidos of each leaf. If a candidate attempts more questions than 
required, tho answer or anstrors securing the least marks bo scored 
out and a note to this offect bo given by the examiner against 
that answer or answers. 
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Entering marks in foils and counterfoils. 

13. (a) The examiner should first write down on the foil and 
counter-foil of eaoh mark slip, the name of the subject and papor, 
if any, and tho maximum marks the paper carries. The marks 
obtained by the candidates should then be carefully entered from, 
the answer books in the foil both in figures (in the last column) and in 
woids (in column 2) and then again from the answer-books in the 
counter-foil in like manner. The foil should then be compared 
with the counter-foil with a viow to ensuring that there is no 
discrepancy between the two. The letters ‘'Abst” should be 
written against tho roll number of each candidate reported as 
absent by the Superintendent of the Centre of Examination* When 
the examiner has filled a sheet, he should sign it at the bottom 
pnd date it. The words “unfair means” bo written against those 
found using unfair means in the examination and whose answer- 
books are consequently sent to the Registrar, 

(6) Examiners should satisfy themselves that no marks 
have been entered in the markelips against a wrong roll number. 

Despatch of foils and counterfoils. 

14. As soon as about 100 answer-books have been examined, 
the foils and counter foils containing _their marks should be torn 
off, arranged in serial order, and sent in cloth lined covers duly 
sealed by registered post, in the case of head-examiners and 
examiners who have no co-examiners under them, to the Tabu- 
lators concerned, and in the case of co-examiners to thoir head- 
examiner in the paper. The head examiner should, after satisfying 
himBolf by scrutiny that tho marking is generally correct, and 
marks of no candidates are left unentered, forward the foils and 
counterfoils arranged sorially, to tho Tabulators concerned, as 
soon as possible, a list of whom is sont herewith. 

Note — 1. Examiners who desire to ob’nm an acknowledgment from tho Tilmlators or 
ho.ul examiners of tho recupt of mark slips are requested to send thorn 
*‘acl:nm\ ledgment due”. 

2 No davs of grace shall be allowed unless sancti on has been obtained waP 
beforehand fro m tho University on adequate groun ds. 

3, Tho head-examiners arc requested to send the foils and counterfoils to tho 
Tabulator*- in regular instalments and not in lots towaids the very end. Tins 
is necessary in the interest of efficient and early t ibulation of results. As seon 
as walks of ebout 100 roll numbers are ready, thc> should at once be sent to 
the tabulators,. and not unnecessarily kept by the examiners. 
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15. The marks must be k ept str ictly confidential. If a on nd- 

idate or any person on hie behalf appr oaches the ex aminer to 
influenc e the result, the fact must ple ase be reported to t he Vice- 
Chancellor imme diately 

16. Examiners will be lie d responsible for faulty packing of 
foils and counterfoils which should bo packed in cloth, if they are 
too heavy for envelopes. If enr-elopes are used, they must be 
cloth-lined. Particular attention is invited to this rule, every 
departure from which shall be brought to the notice of the Regi- 
strar by the Tabulators and Head-Examiners. 

Examination Report by co-Examiners and Additional Head Examiner. 

17. Co-examiners shall send to the head examiner through 
registered post as soon as the marking is completed, a report on 
the work of the candidates whose answer-books they have exa- 
mined on the prescribed form , sent herewith. Additional sheets 
may be added, if necessary, but the opening sheet should be on the 
paper sent. They shall also bring to the notice of their head exa- 
miner any other matter connected with the examination which in 
their opinion deserves to be communicated to the head examiner. 
These reports shall bo made to the head examiner within one week 
of the last dale for the despatch of the lost foil and counterfoil 
of marks to the bead examiner. The co-examiners should, where 
possible, please incorporate in their reports one or two examples 
of questions which wore rightly and wrongly answered by cand- 
idates in the examination together with the marks awarded in 
each case. While despatching the marks the examiners should 
please keep with them a record of the total number of candidates 
appeared and passed in their paper ( division-wise } to enable them 
to enter the same in thoir reports and calculate the percentage 
of passes. 

The additional Head Examiner shall first draft his indivi- 
dual report on the answer- books marked by him, When reports 
from his co-examineres have been received by him he will go through 
them and prepare a consolidated report, and send it together with 
the reports of hie co-exominers as well as his own to Hoad Exa* 
miner through registered post within n fortnight of the last date 
for the despatch of marks to the tabulators. 

Examination Reports by Head Examiners, 

18. The Head Examiner shall first draft his Individual report 
on the answer-books marked by him, When tha reports from his 
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co-examiners have been received, he will go through them and 
prepare a consolidated report. On the basis of these consolidated 
reports received from the additional head examiner (s), if any, as 
well bb his own, lie will prepare a general report on the whole 
examination which will be printed. This report of the head- 
examiner should be complete and self 'Contained and should be 
written legibly or typed on one side only of the prescribed form 
enclosed. Additional slioets may bo added, if necessary, but the 
opening sheet should bo on the paper sent. Reference to the reports 
of co-examiners ns also to any particular institution Bhall be 
avoided, The report should contain observations on the quality 
of the work with necessar}' suggestions for its improvement, If 
any criticism is to be made regarding syllabuses, courses of study, 
text-books, question-papers, the work of co-examiners, or any 
other cognate matter, it should be made in a sepnrnte report to 
the Registrar and not incorporated in the body of the general 
report. The head examiner’s report shall be sent to the Registrar 
through registered post along with the reports of his co-examiners, 
and the additional head-examiners, if any, within a fortnight of 
the date for the despatch of the last foil and counterfoil of marks 
to the Tabulators or, where there is additional head-examiner 
within a fortnight after the receipt of tho reports from the 
additional head-examiner. Tho head-examiner should, where 
possible, please incorporate in the general report one or two exam* 
pies of questions which wore rightly and wrongly answered by the 
candidates in tho examination together with the marks awarded 
in each case* 

Examination Reports by Examiners who have no Co-examiners. 

The reports of the examiners or paper-setters who have no 
co-examiners under them shall bo sent to the Registrar through 
registered post within one weok of tho last date for the despatch 
of the last foil and counterfoil of mark slips to the Tabulators. 
The Examiners should, where possible, please incorporate in their 
reports one or two oxamplos of questions which w^ro rightly and 
wrongly answered by tho candidates in the examination together 
with the marks awarded in each caso 

The examination report should not be sent with the answer-books , 
It must kindly be sent in a separate cover, per registered post . 

19, Head-Examinors or oxnminers who have no co-examiners 

with them, should immediately bring to tho notice of tho Registrar, 
in case the percentage of passes in a certain paper goes below 50 
per cent or there ia some other serious discrepancy. The additional 
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head examiner should bring it to the notice the of Head-examinor, 
and vice -versa* Similarly, the co-examiners should bring it to tho 
notice of the head-examiners in case the percentage of passes goes 
below 50 per cent. 

20. If in the course of tho examination of the answer-books, 
the examiner has reason to suspect that unfair means have been 
used by any candidate, he should at once please submit a confi- 
dential report to the head*examiner or in cases where there is no 
hoad examiner, to tho Registrar enclosing the candidate’s answer, 
book and giving the grounds for his suspicion. The Head Examiner 
should forward the suspected answer-book with his own opinion 
and the report of the oo-examiner to the Registrar, who will refer 
the matter to the Results Committee for decision. He ehould also 
inform the tabulator about it. 

Despatch of marked answer books to the Registrar. 

21, The answer-books received for re-examination from the 
co-examiners should be returned to the office of the Registrar by 
tho head examiner or additional head examiner with his own shore 
in one instalment, each placed in a separate packet. It would be 
much appreciated if an indication as to tho name of the examinor 
to whom the answer books were originally allotted is given to faci- 
litate their sorting in the University Office. Sirailary, answer 
books, received as models from the head examiner should be 
returned to the office of the Registrar by the co-examiner along 
with other answer books, when the whole of the marking is finished, 
Tho head examinor and co examiners Bhould please keep a record 
of all answer books sent by him to co-examiners and bond oxoro/* 
ners, as the cate may be, in the statomemt ( Appondix ) sont 
herewith. At the end of the examination, the statement should 
bo sent to thiB office placed in the parcel coutainmg marked 
answer books. 

The marked answer-books, arranged roll number wise, 
should please be sent “To Pay”, to the Registrar, por passenger 
train within 15 doyB ( within one week in caso of examiners in the 
subjects in which there are no co-examiners ) of the last date for the 
despatch of the last foil and counterfoil of marks-slips to the hoad- 
examiner or the tabulators, as tho case may be. If tho co-oxarainers 
do not hear anything further from their hoad examiners within ten 
days of the despatch of the last marks, thoy could send the answer 
books even after 10 days. The head examiners or tho additional 
head examiners should not detain the answer books with thorn for 
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drawing up the consolidated report. The Railway Receipt should 
be sent per registered post along with a covering letter mentioning 
the narrio of examination, subject and paper of which these answer 
books are in the self addressed coloured envelope of the Registrar 
supplied herewith. If the numbor of answer books is comparatively 
small, they may bo sent per registered parcel post. Local examiners 
should please Bond or bring the bundles of answer books to the 
Registrar's office, duly packed mid scaled. 

Bills of Honora-rium, Deductions for delays etc. 

22. Examiners should send their bills of remuneration separa- 
tely to the Registrar by his official designation within a week of 
the completion of tho work. Actual contingent charges for postage 
and telegram will bo paid by the University, provided postal 
receipts are sent with the bill. The amount incurred in ordinary 
correspondence will also be admitted for payment, if tho corres- 
pondence has been done under certificate of posting and vouchors 
in support of that are attached to the bill. No other charges are 
admissible, oxcept Railway freight actually paid bj T an examiner, if 
a receipt for tho amount paid by him is attached to the bill. Pay- 
ment to examiners will bo made by crossed cheques drawn on tho 
State Bank of India by August/September. 

23. Unloss specially permitted by the Syndicate, deductions 
shall be made from tho bills on account of the following: —

General. 

24. After the close of work, the Head Examiners and the 
Additional Head-Examiners are requested to send a detailed 
statement in the form enclosed containing all the mistakes or 
irregularities committed by the co-examiners in the light of rule 
23 above, 

25. Examiners are requested not to leave their stations as far 
as possible, till the answer books are marked and returned to tho 
Registrar. 

26. All correspondence with the University relating to exami- 
nations should be addressed to the Registrar by name.

Instructions to Head and Co-Examiners for the Inter, 
and Degree Examinations, 

NOTE — The following instructions arc gi\ on for tUo general guidanco of the cxanTncrs, 
and thoj are roqnosted kmdl) to go through them on lecoipt. 

Receipt of answer-books. 

As soon as the answer books are received by the exami- 
ners, they should kindly check the number received with the 
Absentee statement received with the answer-books; and acknow- 
ledge their receipt to the Registrar on the printed letter sent 
herewith, noting the Roll Nos, of absentees on the back. This letter 
of acknowledgment be Bent in the coloured self-addressed envelope 
of the Registrar supplied herewith. If any answer-books are sent 
to an examiner by mistake, he should please return them to the 
Registrar direct by name. The date of receipt of answer-books be 
given in the letter of acknowledgment, 

2, In case, the parcel of answer-books is not received by an 
examiner, say within 10 days of the setting of the paper ( pro- 
gramme of examination sent herewith ) ho should inform the 
Registrar by wire, after making necessary enquiries at the Railway 
Luggage office (as well as at the Post Office, if the number of answer- 
books is small). Local examiners will kindly make it convenient 
either to come to the University office personally or send a reliable 
messenger on the seventh day from the date on which the question 
paper is given to the candidates at the centres, bb per examination 
programme sent herewith, to take delivery of their respective 
packets of answer-books. They will also please bring with them 
the appointment letter to facilitate delivery of the packets. 

Procedure for examining Answer-books. 

3, In a paper in which there is more than one examiner, the 
Paper-setter aotB as the Head Examiner ond the rest as Co-exami- 
ners for purpose of co-ordination and uniform standard of marking, 

4, The Head-Examiner having six or less co-examiners shall 
send five answer-books asseesed by him along with written instruc- 
tions to indicate his standard of marking and proper distribution 
and spacing of marks, to every co-examiner within three days of 
his having received the first parcel of onBwer-books. In case he has 
moro than six co-examiners he will be allowed five days for sending 
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5 Model answer-books and instructions to each of his co-examiners. 
He shall inform the Registrar as to the date he despatched instruc- 
tions and model answer books to his oo-examiners, and shall also 
send him a copy of the instructions. The model answer books 
should, ns far as possible, be representative of all calibre of candi- 
dates, failure, third, second and first divisioners. The co-exami- 
ners shall adjust, as far as possible, their standards of marking to 
those of their head examiners. When sending models, the Head 
Examiners will keep with them a copy of the marks awarded. 

5. The Co-examinera will please start the work of assessing 
the answer-books on receipt of model answer-books and instru- 
ctions from the head-examiner and will conform to the standard 
set by the head-examiner in his instructions and models, as far as 
possible. With a viow to determine whether the standard aimed 
at by the head-examiner has been achieved, they will first please 
assess only ten answer-books and send them in Bealed registered 
packot within two days to the head-examiner, who will kindly 
signify his assent by wire. In case of dissent, fresh instructions 
will, if necessary, be despatched to the co-examiner concerned by 
the hoad-examiner without loss of time. When sending answer- 
books for head examiner’s approval, the oo examiner will keep with 
him a copy of the marks awarded Ho shall communicate to the 
hoad examiner, when sending the models, the total number of 
answer books, Roll number wise, received by him for marking, 

6. If a co-examiner does not got instructions and model 
answer-books from the head-examiner within 15 days from the date 
the paper was set, or if the Head Examiner does not get the first 
10 answer-books from a co examiner within, say, 10 daj r s of the 
despatch of models to him, he will please at once remind the hoad 
examiner, or the co-examiner as the case may be, by wire and also 
inform tho Registrar telegraphically. 

7. Every head examiner shall call for at least 15 answer- 
books more in two further instalments of ten and five each from 
every co*examiner, with a view to confirm that the standard of 
marking as a whole has been uniform throughout The head-exami- 
ner may call for even more answer-books if they deem it necessary 
for their satisfaction, 

8 , The head -examiner shall see that uniformity of standard 
is maintained by his co-examinora. He is entitled to change tho 
award of a co-examinor, if ho considers it essential, but the oo- 
examinor will please be duly informed about it with. reasons to 
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enable him to make corresponding corrections in the award lists. 
If the award lists concerned have already been despatched to the 
head- examiner, he will please himself make the corrections and 
put down his initials on the same In case of difference of opinion, 
if any, botween the head-examiner and the co-examiner, the 
matter might be referred to the Vice-Chancellor with reasons. 
Changes in marks, after the foil and counter-foil concerned have 
been despatched to the Tabulators, will kindly be avoided. 


If during the course of marking, an examiner feels that the 
percentage of passes is going below 60 per cent, or there ia some 
other, serious discrepancy, it should immediately be reported by 
the co-examiner to his head-examiner and by the latter to the 
Registrar together with his suggestions.

THE PRACTICAL EXAMINATION IN BIOLOGY 
FOR THE INTERMEDIATE (SCIENCE) 
EXAMINATION OF i95 

(To be read with the forwarding letter.) 

1. The external Examiner should fix the date or dates for 

holding the practical examination in consultation with the Pro- 
fessor of the College concerned, two weeks before the date on 
which he intends to commence the examination. He should 
immediately communicate the date or dates to tbo University office 
so that the private candidates may he informed of it well in time, 
Tho need for taking prompt action in the matter cannot bo too 
strongly emphasized. If he has to examine more than one insti- 
tution, he should, ns far as possible, arrange his programme in 
such a way that the whole work in one direction might be finishod 
in one trip and the need for going again in the same direction 
might not arise. 

2* Tho head-examiner will set tho question paper for each 

centre and will also please send to his co-examiners further 
instructions, if any, regarding tho conduct of practical examination 
at the centre or centres, bo as to roach them at least a week beforo 
the date fixed for holding the practical examination. 

3. In the practical examination candidates may bo requirod — 

(i) To repeat any of the experiments which thoy havo 
performed.

1. The arrangements and discipline of the Examination at 
the centres are in the hands of the Superintendent alone. 

Receipt of question papers. 

2. The Superintendent should please acknowledge receipt of 
the parcels containing question papers by wire as well as on the 
printed form supplied to him with other papers as soon as he receives 
the parcel . 

The Superintendents are requested to observe carefully the 
state in which the envelopes reach them. If an envelope appears 
to be tampered with, the fact should be reported to the Registrar 
at once nud the envelope kept securely. 

Arrangemeen.s to be made before the examination commences. 

If the parcel does not reach him at least five days before the 
commencement of the examination, on express telegram should at 
onco be sent to the Registrar informing him that the parcol has 
not boon received by the Superintendent. Inquiries about tho 
orrivnl of the parcel should, however, please bo made at the 
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Post Office by the Superintendent penonally, bofore such n telegram 
is sent to the Registrar and also every day subsequent to it, until 
he hears from the Registrar or until the parcel is received. 

3. The Superintendents of centres are requested to please 

engage the outside teachers who accompany their students for 
examination in the invigilafcion work regularly on each day, at 
least for one session so as to enable them to meet their expenses of 
stay which the Government is not prepared to pay. 

In the case of local institutions sending students to another 
local institution .for examination the ^Superintendents of centres 
may request each Head of the institution concerned' to depute as 
many senior teachers for invigilation duties at the centre as are 
required by him. In case of any difficulty he may refer the 
matter to the University. 

4i A definite Seat should please be assigned to each candidate 

and on his desk should be pasted a card showing the narno of 
examination and the candidate’s roll number and other necessary 
particulars. A space of not less than 25 square feet should bo 
assigned to each candidate, so as to render copying, prompting or 
other unfair practices impossible and, as far as possible, candidates 
from the same institution or for the same examination should not 
be allowed to sit together. A plan of seating arrangement showing 
the position of candidates according to their roll numbers together 
with the dimensions of each room and the serial number given to 
each should be sent to the Registrar before the examination bogins. 

5. TIio ink to be supplied by you should be of a good and 

uniform quality in the case of all candidates. Candidates may be 
allowed the use of their own fountain pens and ink. In caeo ink 
brought by a candidate is finished up, he may use another kind of 
Ink and the Superintendent of the centre should ploaso note tho 
fact on his answer-book. Similarly, in tho case of type writing 
test, if a candidate is allowed to change tho machine during tho 
course of his test, the fact should pleaso be noted by the Superin- 
tendent on his type-writing sheet at tho appropriate place. Red 
ink may by supplied to the candidate while answoring questions 
in Book keeping paper for tho High School Examination and Book- 
keeping and Accountancy papers for the Intermediate Exami- 
nation ia Commerce. Logarithmic Tables should bo supplied to 
the candidates who ask for them, for the Intermediate, Degree or 
Post Graduate Examinations, 
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6. If required by the Examiner, large sheets of cartridge 

papers for cutting out patterns should be supplied by the Superin- 
tendent to the candidates for answering question paper II in 
Domestic Science in Sewing in the examination hall. If the 
examiner requires (as per her instructions) cloth to be supplied to 
the candidates for preparing garments, it Bhould also please be 
arranged and supplied to candidates by the Superintendents, 

Models for Drawing Paper I ( Object Drawing ) for the High 
School Examination may better be placed with the help of an 
experienced and reliable local Drawing Master with a view to 
ensure their eorreot position and to avoid complaints regarding 
their wrong position. 

Candidates may bo allowed to bring their own Drawing 
Boards and instrument Boxes with them for use on the day of 
examination in Geometrical Drawing for the High School Exami- 
nation. They should, however, please be oheoked by the Superin- 
tendent. Tracing paper may be supplied, if required. 

Candidates for tho High School Examination may also be 
allowed the use of stencils in drawing free hand sketches in the 
paper on General Science. 

Admission of candidates into the examination Hall. 

7. The Superintendents should please announce to the candi- 
dates the exact time for the commencement of each examination 
concerned, vide enclosed programme, and that ignorance of the 
oorreofc time will not serve as an excuse for delay or absence. 

8, (o) Candidates may be admitted to the examination hall 
half an hour before the time fixed for the examination on the first 
day and a quarter of an hour before the time on subsequent days 
in the morning sessions. In the afternoon session, the doors may 
be opened 15 minutes before the commencement of the examination. 

(5) Candidates are not to be admitted to the examination hall 
unless their names appear on the printed roll lists sent separately. 
Candidates have boen asked to bring with them their admission 
cards, which should be inspected on the first day of the examination, 
as far as possible, and returned after inspection. If any of the 
candidates whoso name nppears in the printed roll list forgets to 
bring his admission card, or loses it and does not succeed in getting 
a duplicate copy of it from tho Registrar's office in timo, he may 
bo admitted to the examination, provided tho head of tho institu- 
tion or some responsible teacher of the candidate's sobool or oollogo 
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identifies the candidate in writing and, in the case of loss of 
admission card, certifies that the fee of Re. 1/- for the duplicate 
copy of the admission card has been paid by the candidate to the 
officer concerned and that his fee has been or will be Bent by him 
to the Registrar. In the case of a private candidate the Superin- 
tendent may use his discretion and admit the candidate provisio- 
nally pending the production of a satisfactory certificate as to the 
identity of the candidate and in the case of loss of admission card 
the payment of the prescribed fee of Re, 1/* for the duplicate copy 
of the admission card ’The roll numbers and names of such 
candidates should be reported to the Registrar by the Superinten- 
dent of the centre at the close of the examination. 

(c) Candidates who arrive late for any paper are not entitled 
to be admitted to the examination hall after the hour fixed for 
the commencement of the examination. In exceptional oases the 
Superintendents may, at their discretion, allow a grace of not 
more than half an hour , after ascertaining that no candidate had 
left the examination hall till then. All such oases should, however, 
be reported to the Registrar. No extra time Bhould be given to 
these candidates. 

( d ) Candidates are to be assembled without books, papers 
or reference of any kind. It may be notified to them beforehand 
that they will be expelled from the examination, if found in posse- 
ssion of books or papers. Suitable arrangements for placing books 
etc. outside the examination rooms should be made by the 
Superintendent. 

(c) The Superintendent should please soc that no candidate 
who is actually suffering from an infoctious disease, such ns small- 
pox, plague, influenza, etc or who, though convalescent is not free 
from infection, is allowed to sit for the examination. If any such 
candidate is discovered after the examination has begun, immediate 
steps should please be taken to see that his papers are destroyed 
and that other disinfecting measures are carried out. 

(/) Rules for the guidance of candidates sent herewith, 
should please bo read out to the candidates on the first day and 
then pasted on the notice board outeide the examination hall. 

Distribution of Answer-books. 

9 (a) Before giving answer-books to Iho candidates, the 

Superintendent must lundiy affix a fascimilo stamp of the signature 
of the Registrar sent separately on the covers of all answer-books 
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and answer sheets to bo used by them. In addition to this the 
Superintendent Bhould also please affix stamp of one of the alpha- 
bets, sent separately, on each cover of the answer-book where he 
puts Registrar’s fascimile stamp. Those stamps of alphabets should 
be used daily at his discretion. A statement showing the number 
of answerbooks with a particular alphabet used on each day be 
maintained. This ie intended as a precaution against blank answer- 
books being smuggled into the examination hall. Answer-books 
should, therefore, in no case be stamped in greater quantity than 
is required for each day’s use, so that, if by chance blunk answer- 
books are stolen at a ceutre and afterwards smuggled in among the 
answer books collected at the end of a day’s examination, the 
absence of the particular alphabet stamp of the day on their covers 
might at once prove them to be contraband. At an institution 
which is a common centre for the different examinations of the 
University, the Superintendent should please be careful to see that 
answer books of different examinations are not mixed up. A 
correct record of the alphabet stamps usod on the answer books 
issued to candidates every day should please be kept by tbe 
Superintendents and a consolidated statement of the answer-books 
consumed, forwarded to the Registrar after the examination on tbe 
form already supplied, The balauce of unused answer-books and 
other papers may kindly be kept at the ceutre in safe custody for 
next year’s use. All the rubber stamps to be affixed on the answer- 
books are to be kept in the personal custody of the Superintendent. 

( b ) If a candidate wants a second answer book, supplementary 
answer-book markod *S* may be issued to him after seeing that bis 
first answer-book is finished. Similarly, typewriting continuation 
sheets may be issued to the candidates after seeing that those 
already supplied have been finished When two answer books are 
usod by a candidate m answering the same paper, the two books 
should be firmly stitched together. The supervisors should get this 
done in their presence and see that, the candidate has written his 
roll number and enrolment number (in the case of Intor-Uagree 
and Post Graduate Examinations) on the second snBwer-book. The 
same alphabet ns put on the main answer-book should also be put 
on the supplementary answer-book 

(c) Each candidate is requirod to wtite his answers on bath 
sides of the leaf. The Supenntendedent should please notify 
the fact to them. If any leaf is U9ed by a candidate for rough 
work, it should bo scored out by him. If a oandidare wishes to 
caucol any part of his answer, he may do eo by drawing distinct 
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lines across it. Ho portion of the answer-book supplied should be 
torn out or folded. 

Opening of Question Papers envelopes. 

10. (o) The envelopes containing the question papors must 
be opened in the main examination hall by the Superintendent 
himself after examining the seals in the presence of the candidates 
and other witnesses and not in Ins office or any other room 

(£) Before an envelope is opened the ^certificate pasted on 
each envelope should please be duly signed by the Superintendent 
and other witnesses. Each person should sign his name legibly and 
give hts designation below his name. 

M While opening the sealed envelope the Superintendent 
should please not break the seals but cut the envelope at one end 
neatly with a pair of a scissors. The opened envelopes with the 
certificates duly signed should be returned to the Registrar after 
the examination. 

('Z) Before the envelopes are opened, the superscription on 
thorn (/, e the name of the subject, the date, the time etc ) should 
be checked by comparison with the programme of the examination. 
In the ease of any discrepancy, the programme should bo followed 
and the matter reported to the Registrar. 

(e) The number of copies and the subject of the question 
papers contained in an envelope should be carefully checked at the 
time the envelope is opened in ordor to Bee that the contents of the 
envelope tally with the superscription. 

Distribution of question papers. 

11. (a) Question papers should be distributed punctually at 
the “time of the commencement of the examination but before 
distributing any question paper the heading of all copies of the 
paper should be very carefully checked by the Superintendent per- 
sonally in order to seo that a question paper on any other subject 
which is fixed fora later day or a lator hour is not mixed up with it. If 
any such paper is found mixed up, it should bo separated and enclosed 
in another envelope, which should bo properly sealed and kopt 
among the envelopes containing question papers to which it relates, 
and the fact reported to the Registrar. The Superintendents should 
check the headings printod on the first page of all the copies of the 
question pnpors. To facilitate this checking, suitable catch letters 
nro printed at the right hand top of the front page of each 
question paper. 
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( b ) The Superintedent should collect oil copies of question 
papers not distributed by invigilators immediately and check the 
number of spare copies with the number of the question papers 
received minus the number of examinees present. No spare copies 
of the question papers should be left in the hands of the invigilators, 
or allowed to go outside the examination rooms till at least two 
hours after the commencement of the examination If a candidate 
wishes to leave the examination room earlier, he may not be 
allowed to take with him the question papor, which should be 
handed over to the Superintendent to be returned to the candidate 
after the examination is over. Similarly, no candidate be allowed 
to take the question paper with him if and when be goes out to the 
bath room etc. 

(c) Spare copies of a question paper will always be sent, but 
if fn consequence of some mistake, some particular question paper 
runs short and a few of the candidates are not supplied with the 
question paper the paper may be dictated to them in a eeparate 
room and as much extra time given to these candidates as was 
taken up in the dictation of the paper, and the matter reported to 
the Registrar at once. This extra time should not be given to the 
other candidates to whom printed papers were given. No spare 
copies of a question paper should bo taken out of the examination 
room until the examination is over. 

(d) In case a candidate asks for a question paper in an optional 
or alternative Bubjeot which is inconsistent with the entry in the 
printed roll li&t, he may be given the question paper ho asks for, 
and the discrepancy reported at onoe to the Registrar. The 
Superintendent of the centre should however, try to satisfy himself 
by a reference to entries in the roll list of the candidates and in 
the application form with him that tho candidate is not asking 
for a wrong question paper. The candidate should be clearly 
warned that if it is found afterwards that lie has taken a question 
paper inconsistent with his declaration in his application form, his 
examination in that paper shall be liable to be cancelled. 

Instructions to be followed in regard to allocation of invigilators. 

12. (rf) In each of the rooms set apart for examination purposes, 

there shall bo two invigilators, not belonging to the institution of 
which the candidates are seated in that room. Teacher (s) of the 
subject (s) of which the papers (s) is/are Bet on a particular day, 
should not bo appointed to invigilate on that day. In the case of 
college, tfiis could easily be done by changing the faculty or 
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faculties, as the case maj' be, In any room or rooms which cannot 
accommodate more than 25 candidates, there may be one invigilator 
with an additional supervisor for every four rooms ( at the maxi- 
mum ) In the case of big halls or rooms there will bo one 
invigilator for every 25 candidates. 

In addition to the above, the Superintendents of contros at 
which there aro more than 300 examinees can keep ono invigilator 
in reserve for emergency purposes. 

(b) No room shall bo set apart for examination purpose* 1 , bo 
far as possiblo, winch cannot accommodate oven 20 candidates, 

2 copies of Instructions to Invigilators are enclosed. They 
may please be gone through by them cnrofully and acted upon. 

Procedure to he followed when a candidate is found using unfair means 
in the examination hall. 

The Superintendent shall please turn out of the examination 
hall any candidate found talking or copying or using unfair means 
of any kind, or violating the rulos of the examination. Ho shall 
send at once to the Registrar by registered post the candidate's 
answer book and bis explanation together with a report from the 
Invigilator concerned The Superintendent should please express 
his definite opinion on the case m his forwarding note, The paper 
etc, found in the candidate’s possession should also bo forwarded 
with the case. In the ordinary course such candidates should not 
be debarred from appearing at the rest of the examination, uuloss 
othorwiso required by the Registrar under Vico Chancellor’s orders 
on getting the Superintendent’s report. A mention to this effect 
be also made in the absentees statement meant for tho oxaminor 
for his information. 

Instructions to be followed during examination hours. 

14. On each day of tho examination and as soon after the 

commencemet of the examination as possible tho Suporir.tondont 
should, with the help of the invigilators, please see that all tho 
candidates lmvo correctly written their roll numbers both in 
figuroB and in lotters and all other particulars required to bo 
entered on the covers of tlioir answer-books or answer-sheets. Ho 
should plonso get all entries chocked and compared with tho parti- 
culars given on the card fixed on their seats. This work should bo 
done each day immediately after the distribution of each question 
paper. 
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15. For the M. A , B. A., B. Com., B. Ed., and Intermediate 
Arts Examinations candidates have th8 option of using Hindi 
medium for answering question papers in all subjects except the 
following, 

M A., B, A, and Intermediate Arts — Mathematics, 

B. Com. — Commercial Law, Statistics and Acturial 
Mathematics, 

B. Ed. — All the papers excluding Paper IV Part II 
( Methods of Teaching and Special courses in the methods 
of teaching {except English and A Modern Indian language). 

Candidates have also the option of using Hindi medium for 
answering the question paper of the Additional optional paper on 
General Knowledge in English at the Intermediate Examinations. 

Candidates should be instructed to write Hindi on the 
covers of their answer-books, if they exercise that option. 

For the High School Examinatiou, candidates have the 
option of using Hindi, Urdu or Sindhi medium in all subjects 
except English. Candidates may be instructed to write on the 
covers of their answer-books in bold letters the lauguage through 
which they write the answers in a particular subject. The Superin- 
tendents with the help of invigilators should please check that 
this has been done by every candidate soon after the examination 
has Commenced, In technical subjects, such as Science and 
Commerce candidates may use technical terms in English in their 
answers. 

16. Superintendents should please inform the candidates that 
it shall be deemed an offence amounting to cheating, if any 
candidate writes his answer to the same question more than 
once or answers more than the questions required of them to 
be answered. 

They should also please inform that they must not write 
their names in any part of their answer books. They should write 
only their Roll numbers at the end of the last answer, 

17. No candidates should bo permitted to leave examination 
room except in Bpecial cases with the permission of the Superinten- 
dent and under some escort until he has finished his answers. 
As far as possible, escorts accompanying candidates who leave 
the examination hall during the examination, should be porsons 
not belonging to the institution to which the candidate belongs. 
Each case in which such permission is given must be reoorded and 
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fowarded to the Registrar. No candidate should be allowed -to 
give up hie answer-book till at least half an hour after the begin- 
ning of the examination, 

18. No persons other than inviglators or supervisors of the 
examination should be allowed to enter, or move about, the 
examination room without the permission of the Superintendent, 
Postmen, school or college peons or others should not be per- 
mitted to deliver letters to candidates during the examination. 
All communication with one another during the examination is 
strictly prohibited, 

19. No one should be permitted to speak to a candidate on 
any subject pertaining to the question during the hours of the 
examination, not even for the purpose of correcting a misprint or 
removing an ambiguity in a question paper. 

20. In no case should anybody be please allowed to write 
except within the prescribed time. 

21. Smoking and other intoxicants ore strictly prohibited in 
the Examination Hall 

Despatch of written Answer-books. 

22. The answer*books given and collected on each day should 
bo counted, arranged in serial. Older, securely packed in stout un- 
bleached Drill cloth and carefully sealed with the seal to be supp- 
lied by the University office in the presence of the Superintendent 
immediately after they are collected. The Superintendent is 
responsible for the correctness of their number and of the entries 
made on their covers. They should please not bo folded but should 
be packed flat, and the packets containing them should kindly bo 
daily forwarded, prepaid, in each cose, to the Registrar, A copy 
of question paper Bliould also be sent along with each parcel. 
Packets weighing upto 120 tolas should always be sent by registeied parcel 
post and not by rail. Packets sent by post, and railway receipt of 
parcels sent by rail, should invoriably bo despatched to thoRogistrar 
by registered post. Details of answer books sent to the Registrar 
bo please given on the back of the printed forwarding lottor sent 
herewith. Superintendents are particularly requested to bo oxtro- 
moly careful in the matter of packing, labelling, sealing and des- 
patching parcels of answer-books by rail so as to avoid any chanco 
of a parcel giving way or going astray in transit. Whenever it is 
suspected that a parcel has gone astray, prompt action should be 
tnkon by the Superintendent. The packing should be as tight as 
possible,

23. The roll numbers of the candidates who are absent from 

the examination, from any cause whatever , are to be shown on the 
absentee form, sent herewith, which should also be sent with each 
paoket of answer books every day. If answer books (s) of any 
candidate (s) are sent to the Registrar on account of the candidate 
having resorted to unfair means, the fact should be mentioned in 
the absentee statement for the’information of the examiner. Two 
copies of the consolidated list of absentees should be sent to the 
Registrar at the end of each examination on the printed form 
referred to above. These consolidated lists should be prepared 
examination date and paper-wise ond should be very clear and self con- 
tained so as to facilitate the work of Tabulators. If no candidate is 
absent, the fact may be so shown in the absentee statement. On 
the contrary, if in any particular paper, no candidate turns up for the 
examination, the fact should pJeaae be so reported to the Regis- 
trar for information and a copy of the absentee statement of that 
paper sent with the forwarding letter advising despatch of answer* 
books for further transmission to the examiner for his information. 
An office copy of the consolidated list of the absentees should also 
be kept by the Superintendent for future reference. The number 
of candidates examined at each centre as shown on the absentees 
form plus the number of candidates shown there ns absent from the 
examination must tally with the number shown in tho printed 
Consolidated Numerical Roturn of candidates for the examination, 
sent herewith. 

The abrentee statement must not contain name of the ,centre 
Superintendent’s signatures or fascimil stamp or any other indica- 
tion from which it may be inferred that it pertains to a particular 
cetre. Application forme of candidates to be examined at the 
centre are being sent separately. The Superintendents are requested 
kindly to get candidate’s signatures on them a second time, and 
attest them after comparing them with the originals. They should 
please be returned to the Registrar soon after tho examination is 
over by separate reg istered parcel , and not sent along with other papers 
or packets of answerbooks. 

24. As soon as the examination is over, the following articles 

should please be returned by railway parcel to the office of the 
Registrar; — 

(1) The pieces of mark in cloth (both outer & inner) in which 
the covers containing question papers woro wrapped. They should 
not be used as outer covora while returning papers to this office, 
(2) tho empty envelopes in which the question papers were 
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sent, and (3) spare copies of question papers; with a statement of the 
question-papers in each paper received, issued and balance returned. 

25. All letters and covers weighing more than 10 tolas should 
be sent as patcels the word ‘registered parcel 7 may be written 
on such covers. The postal rates for parcel ore annas eight for 
every 40 tolas or fraction thereof. Registration foe annas six 
extra. 

26. In any emergency not provided for in the above para- 
graphs, the Superintendent should please act according to his own 
discretion and report hie action to the Registrar. Orders passed 
by the Superintendent on any matter not provided for in these 
instructions shall be binding on all. 

27. The Superintendent should kindly note carefully the 
instructions given above and also the details of tho subject, the 
time allowed for each paper etc , as noted in the printed programme 
of examination. At the conclusion of tho examinations he should 
pfease send a report for the information of the Syndicate that 
the examination at his centre were conducted in accordance with 
tho rules, contained in these instructions. Ho may if he thinks 
necessary and has some specsal suggestions to make for improvement in 
the conduct of examination, send a separate report to tho Registrar. 

28. Payment for the expenditure incurred at the centres in 
connection with tho examination will bo made by the University 
at tho following scale. Superintendents of centres are requested 
to-keep the expenditure within this limit.

Instructions to Tabulators for tabulating the results 
of the High School Examination of i956. 

1. The total aggregate of marks obtained in compulsory 
Subjects (vide Col* 7), the total of marks in each optional subject 
and the grand total in the tabulation register be entered -in red 
ink. A circle in red be drawn round the totals of the optional 
subjeots and the grand totals against those candidates only who 
obtain less than the minimum pass marks in an optional subject 
or subjects and/or ia the grand total. Circles in red be also drawn 
in the columns concerned against those candidates who get less 
than the minimum pass marks in (?) each compulsory subject 
( ti ) the total of Theory paper (e) and (e/f) the practical, in Music, 
Domestic Science and Vocational subjects (Group XI), passing in 
which separately is necessary. Corrections, if any, should also be 
made in red and duly initialled. Marks in each compulsory 
subject and in the individual papers of an optional subject should 
be entered in blue-black ink. Corrections, if any, should also be 
made in bluo black ink and duly initialled. Erasures should not be 
used in any part of the tabulation register . 

Actual [numbor of grace marks awarded to any candidate 
to pass the examination may kindly ba shown in red ink in column 18 
of the roll list; thus G. 2. A copy of the grace marks rules is sent 
herewith for your guidance. It may be noted that gi ace marks are 
to be enteicd in the register against a candidate only if by the award of 
these, he is actually enabled to pass in the examination . It has been 
observed that some tabulators enter them as a genoral rule irres- 
pective of the fact whether they enable a candidate to pass or 
not, and also whether he is actually entitlod to them according 
to the rulo9. It is requested that the Rules for the award of grace 
marks may kindly bo first carofully Bfcudied and understood before 
applying them. 

2, The divisions in which the candidates pass should be 
enterod in blue black ink in the column provided for the purpose 
in the register. Successful candidates ore to be placed in three 
divisions, viz , I, II and III, provided that each candidate obtains 
the required minimum pass marks in each subject 9 

Under the Rules, bosides the 2 optional subjects thnt ore 
required to bo offered by every candidate, a candidate has the. 
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option to offer an additional optional subject also for tbe examina- 
tion, vide column 17 of the roll List. 

If such a candidate fails in one of the two main optional 
subjects, but passes in the additional subject, the latter may be 
substituted for the former provided that does not violate any of the 
group requirements as per syllabus, a copy of which is sent herewith. 
This is to be done before drawing up the grand total and after draw- 
ing circles round the marks in a subject or subjects in which a 
candidate has failed, and his result worked out accordingly. In 
short, the position would be that the additional optional subjeot 
will, in such cases, take the place of one of the two main optional 
subjects in which a candidate does not get pass marks, with a view 
to enable him either to pass in the examination or make him 
eligible for Supplementary Examination. The main optional subject 
in which ho has failed will in that case become his additional 
optional subjeot and the marks obtained in it will be transferred 
to column meant for additional optional subject, viz., 17, and ho 
will be shown as fulled in that. The names of the subjects will also 
be corrected accordingly in the respective columns. In such cases, 
a note to the effect "additional optional subject substituted for the 
main viz, ” is to be given in column 18 of the roll list, 

It may please be noted that this interchange will not deprive 
a candidate of any concessions to which he would have been 
entitled had this interchange not taken place; and for all purposes 
he will be governed by the same rules for the award of division, 
award of grace marks etc. etc. as other candidates, 

For a pass in the additional optional subjeot, a candidate is 
required to obtain the same minimum paBB marks that he is 
required to obtain for a pass in any other subject, ( compulsory 
and optional ) viz. 33%. A separato list of oil such cases bo sont 
with the Tabulation Bogister. If a candidato passes in the 
Additional Optional Subject also, the word 4 P’ may bo written 
against him in column 17 referred to above.

Minutes of a meeting of the University Building Committee 
held on Tuesday the 24th January, 1956, at the University site 
in Gandhinagar. 

A meeting of the Building Committee was held at the Univer- 
sity site on Tuesday, the 24th January 1956, at 4.30 P. M The 
following members were present: —

1. The minutes of the meeting of the University Building 
Committee, held on 8th November, 1955, were confirmed. 

2. The design of the Porch and West elevation (second 
sketch), exoludining “looms” over the lower Chajjas in the West 
elevation, as also the elevation of windows of the Vice-Chancellor's 
wing and replacement of iron grills by stone Jallies, bb approved 
by the Chief Engineer, were accepted by the Committee. 

3. The Committee went round the buildings under erection 
on the site and the University Engineer apprised the Committee 
of the progress of the Administrative Block. The Committee 
called the contractor Lain Hansraj personally and discussed the 
difficulties with him. The contractor agreed to expedite the work 
in right earnest and give the Building finished by the 3lBt of 

'May, 1956. 

4. The Committee considered the P. W. E>. estimate of the 
model of the Administrative Block and accepted it for Rs.500/- only. 
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5. The question of a mode! for the Teaching Block woe 
considered and approved. It was resolved further that the model 
be got prepared through the agency of the jP;*W. L>, on'the pro rata 
basis. 

6. The question about the opprovol and sanction of. the 
estimates for Cor Parking and Cycle eheds and their location for 
the Administrative nnd the Teaching Blocks was postponed, till it 
had been examined and approved by the Chief Engineer. 

7. The Committee considered Shri S. N. Gupta's suggestion 
regarding changes in the Teaching Blocks and accepted only those 
that were approved by the Chief Eng n v er. 

8. The exo ss in the cost of foundations due to shifting of the 
site by Shri S. N Gupta amounting to He. 4,977/- was sanctioned. 

9. The estimates of Electrical and 'Sanitary installations in 
the Teaching Blocks and Lecture Theatres were considered. It was 
thought that the estimates appeared to be on the higher side and 
the University Engineer was requested lo got a detailed estimate 
for Sanitary end Electrical installations redrawn and get them 
approved-by tlm Chief Engineer. 

10. The additional work of red stone chajja on the verandah 
as shown on the drawing of Leaturo Theatres supplied by the 
Architect was approved. It was further resolved that the details 
of the chajja may 'please bo got examined and approved by the 
Chief Engineer, 

11. The application of M/s. Bharat Builders & Co. t for a 
secured advance against the material collected at site for tho work 
was sanctioned, it being understood that tho advance would bo in 
conformity with P. W. D. regulation^ 

12. The correspondence in connection with the shifting of tho 
compound wall by S5* inBido and the University Engineer’s note 
about the possibility of tho Government' lowering tho hump on the 
road etc.wero considered. * It was considered advisable to postpone 
tho building of tho compound wall completely till euoh time as 
Government took a firm decision in tho matter,’ 

13. Shri Magan Bihari Lai’s letter in connection with the 
extra ratoB for the coursed masonry below 15" thick was considered 
and it was decided that the matter be examined by the Chief 
Engineer. 

14. The information of the University Engineer that work »of 
Barsati on tho roof of the Registrar’s Bungalow had been stopped 
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was noted; and it was resolved that the work done up to R3. 411'* in 
this connection be allowed to stand. 

15. The question of colour of paints to be adopted for door3 
and windows for officers’ bungalows, clerks’ quarters and peons’ 
quarters was considered and it was resolved to request the Univer- 
sity Engineer to get these approved by the Chief Engineer. 

16, The Committee considered the question of purchase and 
erection of electric pumps and decided tnat the erection be done 
by the staff of the suppliers. It further approved (a) that the 
starter of pumps be purchased from them inspite of their cost 
being Rs 19;- above the lowest tender; and (b) that a cubicle for 
pumps be built by the University Engineer. 

17 The coat of the plants supplied by the P W. D. amounting 

to Rs. 137,8/- was sanctioned for payment. 

18. The question of construction of a small tank for storing 
water to be pumped from the bores for watering the plants of the 
size 15'XlO'x4’G’ was sanctioned. 

19. The question of the purchase of materials not available 
in the Rate Contract and materials which ore available in the 
Rate contract even though they can bo had from the open 
market on the same rates and also about the type of fans to be 
provided in the University Building were postponed. 

In the meantime it was decided that the opinion of the G E C, 
be invited about the above as also the layout plan of lighting 
particularly for Library and Open Air Theatre as proposed by 
the University, as also the approximate cost of the same. 

20. The Committee considered the question of over-head and 
under ground electric wiring in the University area. It was agreed 
in principle that cables be used in the area whore main buddings 
are situated It was further resohed that the University Engineer 
should work out the exact estimates of the difference in cost of 
the two systems of wiring and get the two approved by the Chief 
Engineer. 

2t. The quostion of indents placed with Director General, 

Supplies and Disposals, for tne supply of electric materials was. 
considered; and it was decided that the Chief Engineer be inior* 
med about tho position. 

22. The plan received from the Executive Engineer, Electric 

Department, in connection with the construction of a room for 
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Electric Sub-station for University area was considered. Resolved

1. The Syndicate considered the report of the Selection 
Committee in connection with the appointment of a Registrar for 
the University (Vide Appendix I ) 

Resolved that as recommended by the Selection Committee, 
Shri K. L. Varma (Principal, Maharaja’s College, Jaipui) be 
appointed as University Registrar on ini tial salary of Rs. 1 ,050/— 
per month in the grade of Rs. 800-40-1000-50-1250 with effect 
from July 1, 1956. Shri Varma be informed accordingly and 
ashed to obtain his relief from the Government from his present 
employment. 

2. With reference to its resolution No. 28, dated the 15th 
March 1953 regarding recognition of the degrees and diplomas of 
the accredited American Universities and other institutions of 
higher learning in the U. S. A. & Canada, the Syndicate considered 
a letter No. F. 27-4/53. A. 1, dated the 21st January 1956, from 
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the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Education, 
New Delhi, sending a revised list of accredited American Univer- 
sities and institutions of higher learning in the U. S, A. and 
Canada, and stating that this list be substituted for the one 
previously received and recognised by the University. 

Resolved that the list of degrees and diplomas of the 
accredited American Universities and other institutions of higher 
learning in the U. S. A. and Canada adopted under Syndicate 
resolution N. 28 dated the 15th March 1953 be replaced by the 
list (Vide Appendix II \ 

Resolved further ih it a copy of the -list be sent to all the 
Information Bureaus and also to the Post-graduate colleges. 

3. The Syndicate considered the following two proposals 

of Shri M. R. V. Krishna Rao, referred to by the Senate, vide 
its resolution No. 9 dated the 4th December 1955, along with the 
suggestions (given below) made by some members of the Senate 
in that connection; — 

Proposal of Shri M. R. V. Krishna Rao. 

1. Resolved that Statute 30(3) be amended to read as 
follows — 

The staff of a college for women shall, as far as 
possible, be composed of women [and in colleges 
where co-education is provided there shall be at 
least two women on the staff of the college. 

2. To be added 'as a new Statute under Chapter XX 
’Affiliation of Colleges' . 

Every affiliated college shall : main tain a Progress Record 
of the academic work of each student on its rolls and 
an authority appointed by the Vice-Chancellor shall 
scrutinise such records at least once in a year. 

A student who is found to be consistently neglecting 
his work for more than two terms shall be liable to 
expulsion from the college by the Principal prior 
approval of the Vice-Chancellor. 
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Suggestions:— 

1* In the case of a college where co-education is provided, 
the number of women on the staff (if it is agreed that 
there shall be a few women members) should be depen- 
dent on the number of women students in the 
institution. 

2. The following provisions be made instead of proposal 
No. 2: 

(a) No student be allowed to take bis final examina- 
tion until he has put in at least 80% of the written 
work. 

(i>) The system of sessional marks be intrcduced. 

Resolved that the proposals be referred to the University 
Education Re-organisation Committee for consideration and 
i eport. 

4. With reference to Senate resolution No. 12, dated the 

4th December, 1955, given below, the Syndicate re-examined 
Ordinances 192-A to to 192-1 regarding admission of In-service 
Students to University Examinations (recommended by the 
Syndicate vide its resolution No. 6 of March 12, 1955-Page 130 
of Volume XVI of Minutes): — 

The Ordinances 192-A to 192-1 be referred to Syndicate 
for re-examining the matter of admission of In-service 
students to University examinations, under Section 2 (b) 
of the University Act, a definition of ‘external students* is 
given, but provision has been made for too restricted 
facilities. It would be better if all those who earn their 
living by service or in gainful employment of a regular 
type, are admitted to the privilege of appearing for the 
University examinations as external students. The Senate 
desired that the matter be examined in this light, but for 
the time being the Ordinances made by the Syndicate in 
this behalf be approved. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the University 
Education Re-organisation Committee. 
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5. The Syndicate considered the question of prescribing 
Syllabii for the Sahitya Vinod, Saliitya Visharad and Sahitya 
Ratnakar Examinations of 1957. 

Resolved that the text-books and syllabii prescribed for the 
Sahitya Vinod, Sahitya Visharad and Sahitya Ratnakar Examina- 
tions of 1956 be repeated for these examinations of 1957. 

6. The Syndicate confirmed the orders of the Vice- 
Chaucellor in declaring Major R. V. Sitaraman, B. E. (Mech.), 
M. I, E. (India), M. I. (Mech), E. (London), Professor of 
Mechanical Engineering, M. B. M. Engineering College, Jodhpur, 
as qualified for the post of the Professor of Mechanical 
Enginering in the College. Major Sitaraman is a B. E. in Pass 
class of the Mysore University and possesses 25 years, and 10 i 
months teaching experience of the A. M. I. Mech. E. (London) 
Examination standard in training officers Apprentices of Indian 
Railways. He has also been Principal of the Eastern Railway 
Technical School, Jamalpur On enquiry from the Mysore 
University it was found that in 1922, when Major Sitaraman 
took his B. E. degree from that University, it awarded Pass 
class to those students who obtained 50% and over but less than 
66% of the total marks, first class to those who obtained more 
than 66% marks and did not award any second class at the B. E. 
Examination. 

7 . Resolved that , owing to delayed publication of the books 
on the subjects of General Science and Social Studies, students 
taking the Intermediate in Arts and Science Examinations of 1957 
be examined only in half the courses. The exact length of course 
be prescribed by the Vice-Chancellor after consulting the 
Conveners of the Committees of Courses in General Science and 
Social Studies. A notification to this effect be issued to all the 
colleges in the meantime. 

8. Under Ordinance 138, the Syndicate considered the 
reports of the referees appointed to examine the theses on the 
subjects — 

( / ) Regional Distribution of Population and Problems in 
India ; 
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( ii ) The Idea of Gcd, ” 

submitted by Messrs Manohar Lai and Ladu Ram Joshi, respec- 
tively, for the award of the Ph. D. Degree. 

Resolved that the reports of the referees recommending 
the award of the Ph. D. Degree be accepted and the degree of 
Ph. D; be awarded to M/s Manohar Lai and Ladu Ram Joshi on 
the theses submitted by them. 

9 . The Syndicate considered a circular letter No. 4795- 
4827/S, dated the 7th March 1956 from the Secretary, Inter- 
University Board of India, Madras, to the Sports Officers of the 
constituent Universities notifying that the 16th Annual meeting 
of the Inter-University Sports Board of India was expected to be 
held some time in April 1956 and inviting proposals to be included 
in the Agenda of the Board meeting. Shri K. L. Varma, Convener, 
Sports Board, who received this letter suggested that a member 
be appointed to attend the meeting of the Inter-University Sports 
Board and that the Inter-University Basket-ball tournament be 
invited to be held under the auspices of this University. 

Resolved that Shri K. L. Varma, Convener, Sports Board, 
be deputed to attend the annual meeting of the Inter-University 
Sports Board of India. 

Resolved further that no team of the University be sent out 
to participate in the Inter-University Tournament this year nor 
any tournament be invited. 

10 . At this stage, the Vice-Chancellor Shri G. C. Chatterji 
left the room and Pt. Devi Shanker Tewari was requested to 
take the Chair. The Syndicate considered the question of the 
reappointment of the present Vice-Chancellor Shri G. C. Chatterji 
for a second term. It was felt unanimously that, in terms of 
Section 12 (2) of the University Act which says clearly that the 

Vice-Chancellor ....may, subject to the 

provisions of sub-section 3, be re-appointed for a second term of 
three years in contionuation of the first term”, the words 
“subject to the provisions of subsection 3” alone being the 
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limiting factor in the re-appointment, the question of the appoint- 
ment of a Committee of three persons as required in Section 
12(1), did not arise. The Syndicate, therefore, unanimously 
resolved to recommend to the Chancellor that Shri G. C. Chatterji 
be re-appointed as Vice-Chancellor of the University for a second 
term of three years commencing with November 1, 1956.

After consultation with other mombers of the Committee, 
who Agreed that it will be necessary to relax tho terms of ’the 
advertisement to some extent In order to secure an incumbent for 
the post of Rogistrar, the Vico Chanoollor personally ootactod Shri 
S. S, Saxona, Principal, M. B. College, Udaipur, and Shri IC. L, 
Varma, Principal, Malmraju’s College, Jaipur, who lmd not applied 
for the post. As those gentlemen expressed their willingness to bo 
considered for the post, they were also called for interview. 

Tho interviews woro held on tho 17th and 18th of March 1050 
at which all members of the Selection Committee wore prosent. 

Of tho ton persons called for interview, only oight nppoarod 
before the Selection Committee. 

After a careful consideration of the qualifications of tho 
different candicates and the requirements for the post of Registrar 
of the University, tho Committee unanimously reoomroended that 
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tho post of Registrar be offered to Shri IC. L. Varrna on an initial 
salary of Rs. 1,050/- p. m. in tho grade of Rs. 800-40-'1000-50-1250, 
Shri K. I#. Vermo should be asked to obtain his relief from the 
Government of Rajasthan from hia present employment na 
Principal of the Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, and should join the 
post of Registrar on the 1st of July 195G.

Jai Narain) who passed-(i) the High School Examin- 
ation from this University in 1951 as a private candidate (u) the 
Intermediate in Commerce Examination of the University in 
1953 as a regular student from the Chirawa Inter* College, and 
was now appearing at the B. Com, Examination 1956 of the 
University as an ex-student from the Birla College of Science 
and Commerce, Pilani (under Roll No. 222), impersonated for 
his younger brother Ram Dutta Sharma at the High School and 
the Intermediate in Commerce Examinations of the University in 
the years 1952 and 1954, respectively and thus obtained fraud- 
ulently Certificates of passing the aforesa d examinations in the 
name of Ram Dutta Sharma. On a scrutiny of the relevant 
application forms submitted to the University for appearing at 
the above examinations, it was found that the photographs on 
( i ) Application form for the High School Examination, 1951 
submitted by Ram Niwas Sharma, ( ii ) Application form for 
the High School Examination, 1952 submitted ’ By Ram Dutta 
Shftrma and ( iii ) Application form forthe'B. Com. Examination, 
1956 submitted by Ram Nnvas Sharma. were of one and the 
same person i* e. Ram Niwas Sharma. It was also evident that 
the forms of Shri Ram Dutta Sharma were filled in and signed 
by Ram Niwas Sharma himself and thus the same were forged. 

t The Principal, Birla College of Science and Commerce, 
Pilani w r as requested to interrogate the candidate; and Ram 
Nnvas Sharma in his deposition to the Principal on 6th April 
1956 admitted that he had passed his High School and Inter. 
Commerce Examinations of the University in the years 1951 and 
1953 respectively, but denied that he had any knowledge of, or 
had impersonated for Ram Dutta. 

The candidate was, therefore, summoned to see the Vice- 
- Chancellor immediately after the B. Com. Examinations were 
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over. Ram Niwas Sharma confessed his guilt (in writing) that 
it was a fact that he had taken the High School and the Inter. 
Commerce Examinations of 1952 and 1954, respectively, under 
the name of his younger brother Ram Dutta Sharma and that he 
did so out of “sheer brotherly affection”. Ram Nnvas Sharma 
surrendered, on demand, his own Certificates of passing the 
High School Examination of 1951 and Inter. Commerce Examina- 
tion of 1953, as well as those obtained in the name of his 
brother by impersonation. 

Resolved that the certificates granted to Ram Niwas Sharma 
oi Chirawa and Ram Dutta Sharma for passing the High School 
and Intermediate Examinations be confiscated and B* Com. 
Examination of Ram Niwas Sharma at which he appeared m 
April, 1956, be cancelled. Ram Niwas Sharma and his younger 
brother Ram Dutta Sharma (for whom the former impersonated) 
be permanently debarred from appearing at any of the University 
Examinations. A notification be issued to this effect and the 
Director of Education and the Inspectors of Schools be also 
informed of the action taken by the University. 

18 . The Syndicate confirmed the action taken by the Vice- 

Chancellor in — 

( i ) accepting the proposal made by the Principal, V. B. 
Teachers College, Udaipur that, pending consideration 
and approval by the relevant University Bodies, candi- 
dates appearing at the M. Ed. Examination of 1956 
and failing in the theory papers or in dissertation be 
required to obtain 36 percent in the aggregate of the 
theory papers or in dissertation, as the case may be, 
for the purpose of gaining exemption from re-appearing 
in the same, vide 0.329K; 

( it ) extending hospitality to Dr. Woytinsky, an out- 
standing economist of the U. S.A. (accompanied by 
his wife) who on his way back from Japan visited 
India, and by the courtesy of the Government of India 
agreed to deliver a lecture under the auspices of the 
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University. Mrs. Woytinsky also gave a talk at the

1. The Committee considered plans for the development of 

the University for the nest fivo years, and mado the following 
recommendations : — 

( i ) The first phase of planning be construction of the Geologi- 
cal Laboratories at Udaipur on a roughly estimated cost 
of Rs. 4/- lacs. The Rajasthan Government has already 
given to the University a piece of land for the purpose. 
The University Grants Commission bo then approached for 
a grant to cover the entire cost.

(tu) Construction of suitable hostels be the second itr»rn on the 
plan of University Development The Vice-Chancellor 
informed the Committee that there was already a proposal 
to have a Hostel for 100 male students and a separate 
Hostel for 50 girl students. The buildings be so planned 
that by constructing an additional storey in each the 
accommodation might eventually bo doubled. Plans and 
estimates be prepared for the Hostels and the Vice- 
Chancellor might take up the question with the Grants 
Commission for an interest free loan; and the State Govern- 
ment for a subsidy failing which they should at least be 
able to give a grant to re-pay the loan obtained from tbe 
Grants Commission. 

(zv) A programme be prepared for taking over gradually post- 
graduate education in all subjects within this period of 
five years.

dated the 13th February 1950, the Committee considered the 
question of introducing three years’ degree course with effect from 
July 1958. 

The Committee reoommended that, for the present, students 
passing from the Higher Secondary Examination of the Board of 
Secondary Education, Rajasthan, in 1958 be admitted to the 2nd 
year Intermediate class like those passing out the Senior Cambridge 
Examination. 

Efforts be made to introduce the three years’ degreo courses 
with effect from July 1959, and schemes of examinations thereof bo 
prepared by the Committees in Arts, Science and Commerce, 
Faculties appointed under the foregoing recommendation No, 1. 
It be impressed upon the Committees that the courses are to be 
up-graded as far as possible to improve the standards rather than 
lowering down.

A meeting of the University Building Committee was held at 
the University Engineer’s Office on Monday the 9th April 1956, at

1. The minutes of the meeting of the University Building 
Committee held on 21th January 1956 were confirmed. 

2. The Committee looked into the estimates for the following 
works : — 

( i ) Construction of Cycle Sheds. 

( ii) Construction of Motor Garrages. 

(u?) Construction of Electric Sub-Station, 

(it) Construction of 20 units of Servants’ quarters. 

(r) Sanitary arrangements to Academical Block, 

(ri) Electric installation of Academical Block (to be done 
depnrtmentally), 

Resolved that estimates for the first five be scrutinized and 
approved by the Chief Engineer. For item (iv) the Committee 
approved of the building of 12 Servants* Quarters suitably distri- 
buted on the campus. 
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As regards the electric installation of Academical Block, it 
was decided that the estimates of the electric installation may be 
checked by the Chief Engineer; but in the meantime ad vance indents 
for items which are on the Government Rate Contract be placed 
on the Government of India Stores Department. 

3. The Committee considered the note of the University 
Engineer about the reasons of slow progress of the Administrative 
Block and resolved that it be recorded. 

4. The rates recommended by the Chief Engineer for extra 
items of work in the Administrative Block were approved. It 
was further resolved th it in case the Contractor was not prepared 
to accept these rates, the work be done departmental^. As regards 
the colour scheme of floors, the University Engineer was requested 
to make a drawing of the colour soheme and get it approved by the 
Vice Chancellor and the Chief Engineer. 

5. The Con tractor Shri Magan Behan Laps objection for not 
resuming the construction of the compound wall was then 
considered. The Committee felt that the contractor’s letter was 
vague and that the University Engineer may be requested to ask 
him to give his demands in a conoreto form and the University 
Engineer was requested to examine and give his detailed comments 
with necessary dates etc. 

6. The Committee then considered the reasons of the slow 
progress of the Academical Block and felt that the conditions on 
account of which the progress of the Academical Block had been 
slowed down, viz , rise in the price of lime, stones etc , wero only 
temporary and not likely to last long. The Committee further 
confirmed the change of quarry for white sand stone and requested 
the University Engineer to investigate and report if there was any 
difference in the rates of those two quarries. 

7. The Committoo noted the progress of installation of 
electric pump?, 

S. The Committee discussed the plans of the Library and 

the suggestions mado by Shri D. N Gupta It was decided that 
the University Engineer bo requested to prepare fresh plans allow- 
ing a service entrance somewhere in the centre of the building and 
place it beforo a sub-comraittee of the Chief Engineer, Shri D. N. 
Gupta, Dr. D. L. Gupta and the University Engineer, within ten 
days for their final decision. 
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9, The consideration of the final lay out plan was postponed 
till after the extra land was allotted to the University 

10. The consideration of the plans of Swimming Pool , Open 
Air Theatre and Hostel for boys was postponed to the next meeting. 
In the meantime, the University Engineer was requested to place 
the plans before the Chief Engineer with a request to give top 
priority to all the thiee items in view of the possibility of fresh 
Government of India loans and grants for these. 

11 The Committee considered the question of the typo of fans 

to be used in the University Budddings. The agent of the Usha 
Fans Limited had brought one ceding fan for demonstration. After 
dueconsideration, it was decided that two Ueha fans & two Cromp- 
ton fans be purchased for the University Engineer’s office and the 
University Engineer be requested to teat the performance of these 
two types as also the current consumption and report the matter 
to the Budding Committee for its final decision. In the meantime, 
the University Engineer was also requested to make enquiry about 
the Crompton fans and place a comparative rate schedule 
and current consumption before the Building Committee at its 
next meeting. 

12. The Committee considered the question of the purchase 

of those electric materials which are not available through the 
Kate Contract, lesolved that the fittings recommended by the 
University Engineer be used for the University Engineer’s Office 
and report made to the Building Committee about its comparative 
value. 


13. The consideration of the Syndicate’ resolution regarding 
inter-communication system in the University Building was 
postponed. The University Engineer was, however, requested to 
report at its next meeting the estimated cOBt of different systems 
of Inter-oommunication telephone system in the University 
Buddings
